THE REPUBLICANS AGAIN SNUB THE

Reed's Infamous Ruling Practically Un- 
seats Every Democrat, and Renders 
His Presence a Farce. 


Wasninaton, June 5.—[Special.]—The 
house took up the silver bill today, and will 
discuss it until Saturday evening, when a vote 
will be taken. The democrats wanted to in- 
troduce some amendments, but Reed would 
not recognize any save republicans, Thus the 
republicans got in all the amendments allowed 
undor the rules, and the democrats will get 
nothing.

It defeats the 
will of the people, who almost unanimously 
demand free coinage. It proposes the pur- 
chase of nearly all the product of the Ameri- 
can mines, and they hope thereby to silence 
the claims of the people, but it effectually de- 
monetizes silver by treating it as a commodity 
like iron or copper or tin. This is not what 
the people want. They want the old law of 
1837 restored. They want a silver dollar to be 
equal toa gold dollar for all purposes, and 
they want free coinage for both. This would 
give them an abundance of the best money 
in the world, and would go far toward 
restoring prosperity to the farmers. But the 
republican bosses dare not restore free coinage. 
Wall street has forbidden it, and Wall street is 
their master. Hence, this thorough drill of 
their forces inthe caucus last night, hence 
this infamous conduct of Reed today in re- 
fusing repeatedly and continuously all day to 
recognize a democrat to offer an amend- 
ment. Even Mr. Bland, who knows more 
about silver than any man in America, was 
insultingly snubbed and ignored by Reed, and 
not allowed to even make a motion. I have 
no hesitancy in saying that the conduct of 
Reed today has no parallel in the history of 
the legislation of the world for impudence, in- 
solence and brutality.

He Calls Up the Silver Bill and Provides for 
a Vote on Saturday. 

WASHINGTON, June 5.—In the house, Mr. 
McKinley, from the committee on rules, re- 
ported a resolution providing that the house 
shall proceed immediately to the consideration 
of house bill 5,381 (the silver bill,) and that 
consideration shall continue until Saturday, at 
3 p.m., when the previous question shall be 
considered as ordered. rst ee 

The previous question having been ordered 
on resolution, forty minutes’ debate was al- 
lowed. 

Mr. Blount, of Georgia, had no objection to 
the time limited for debate, but he was in- 
formed that the chairman of the committee on 
coinage, weights and measures, would be al- 
lowed to offer amendments which were ad- 
missible under the rules of the house. When 
hese were offered there would be left no 
opportunity to the minority to offer 
amendments ; and there would be 

iven no opportunity on the part of the minor- 
ty toask the house to vote on the free coin- 
age of silver. At the republican caucus last 
night there had been much discussion, and it 
was necessary to whip in the friends of free 
silver by means of this resolution. It was a 
wicked, shameful outrage on the minority. 
There were many men on the other side of the 
chamber who would vote for free silver but 
for fear of the president. The president was 
in accord with the secretary of the treasury, 
and both were in accord with Wall street. In 
the presence of the president and the enemies 
of free coinage, republicans who favored free 
silver were driven to trampling down the rules 
ef the house. It was a humiliating sight toan 
American citizen. If the majority and presi- 
dent yielded to the money power, masses of 
eople would hereafter dictate and enforce 
egislation in their interests. 

Mr. Bland said that there was no. doubt but 
that a large majority of the house was in favor 
ef the unlimited coinage of silver. In order to 
prevent that fact from appearing on record, it 
was proposed to gag every democrat in the 
house and many of the republicans. Every 
gentleman who voted for this resolution yoted 
against free silver. A man who had not man- 
heod and independence enough to stand up 
against the gag rule was an unfit representa- 
tive. 

Mr. Cannon said that the resolution was 
simply a proposition that under the rules of 
the house, the house should proceed at once to 
consider a bill of great interest to the country. 
The minority could offer every amendment to 
the bill that they could under the general rules. 
The minority, which was now clamoring for free 
coinage had held the honse in the forty-ninth 
and fiftieth congress, but had 

assed ne bill for the free coinage. 
hey could not. now fool the country, or even 
fool themselves. Mr. Springer said that the 
democratic house had passed a free coinage 
bill, that the senate had limited it, and that 
the house had been obliged to accept that lim- 
itation. It had been vetoed by Mr. Hayes and 
passed over his veto, He wanted to call the 
attention of the country tothe fact that the 
situation was this—that no amendment was to 
be offered to the bill except such ag, might be 
suggested by the chairman of the committee. 
He denounced the action as one intended to 
prevent representatives of the people from 
carrying out the will of the people.

Mr. McKinley said thatthe resolution was in- 
tended to give the house of representatives an 
opportunity to pass some silver Jegislation and 
givé the country a silver bill, which would be 
in perfect response to the general sentiment of 
the country. It was to give the house an op- 
portunity to pass the bill,which would take all 
the silver bullion of the United States and 
utilize it§ for monetary purpeses.

Mr. O’Donnell, of Michigan, moved to 
amend the amendment by striking out 
‘*$2 000,000" and inserting ‘‘$3,000,000.”’ 

This exhausted all the amendments which 
can be offered under the rules, and although 
Mr. Bland was on his feet demanding. recog- 
nition, he was ignored by the speaker. 

Mr. Conger, of Iowa, took the floor, ex- 
plained the bill and stated what it was 
expected to accomplish. 

Messrs. Williams, of Illineis, and Lanham, 
of Texas, spoke in opposition to the bill, and 
Tavior, of Lliinois, favored it. 

Pending debate, the house adjourned until 
11 a. m. tomorrow. 

A republican caucus was announced for to- 
night at 8.o’glock. 

The resolution making the silver bill a spe- 
cial order was adopte —yeas 120, nays 117. 
Mr. Blount voted in the afirmativeand moved 
a reconsideration.

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SHERMAN ON SILVER. 


The Ghio Senator Against the Free Coinage 
of the Metal. 

WASHINGTON, June 5.—Among the bills 
reported from the committee and placed on 
the calendar was the house bill to establish a 
national military park at the battle-field of 


Chickamanga. 
The silver bill was taken up and Mr. His- 


cock addressed the senate in opposition to the _ 


free coinage of silver. In his judgment, gold 
and silver could not approximate nearer than 
twenty per cent, and he doubted whether they 
could approximate nearer than they were at 
present. He favored the bill reported from 
the finance committee by the senater from 
Nevada (Mr. Jones). He could not but feel 
that that senator had made a great mistake in 
disowning its paternity. 

Mr. Sherman said that he had not intended 
to address the senate until there was a practi- 
cal measure before it, because the bill reported 
from the tinance committee was only an un- 
easy ghost, wandering without father, without 
compass, Without guide, with no one to call 
for a vote upon it, and no one to demand a so- 
lution of the difficult question. But, as he was 
compeHed to be absent from the senate cham- 
ber on other important business, he availed 
himself of the present Opportunity of saying 
what he had to say now rathei than at some 
future time. 

He then proceeded to read a written speech 
on the subject. At one pointin his speech, 
Mr. Sherman said that the effect of the free 
coinage of silver would be to advance the 
price at once to a parity withgold. Hedenied 
it. Its result would be to demonetize gold and 
cause gold to be hoarded or exported. The 
free coinage of siver would be a reversal of 
the established policy of the government from 
the beginning. It would hmit coinage toa 
single metal, and that silver, As sure as fate, 
silver would (with the free coinage of silver) 
be the only standard of moneyin the United 
States. The United States would (if it entered 
on that experiment) detach itself 
from the great civilized and Christian nations 
of the world and take its place with China, 
Japan, India and South America. A ‘pound 
sterling would be worth $6 instead of $4.82, 
and the American dollar would-be (as in 
colonial times) worth three English shillings, 
or four francs. . : 

In conclusion, Mr. Sherman said that he 
would vote for any measure that would, in his 
judgment, secure and: maintain a bi-metallic 
standard—one that would not demonetize 
gold nor cause it to be  hoarded 
or exported, but that would establish both gold 
and silver asa common standard, at a fixed 
ratio, not only in the United States, but in all 
nations of the world. , 

The discussion was continued by Messrs, 
Teller, Stewart and Aldrich. 

The billthen went over. Several private 
pension and bridge bills were taken from the 
calendar and passed, Mr. Blair introduced a 
bill to prohibit the exportation of alcoholic 
liquors to Africa and islands of the Pacific 
ocean. Referred.

SOME STARTLING FACTS REVEALED. 


What the Proposed Filibustering Expedition | 


Agaiust Lower California Means—The 
Investigation of the Matter. 


San Fraxcisco, June 4.—A Chronic!e’s 


special from San Diego says: The investiga- 
tions being made intothe proposed filibustering 
expedition against. Lower California continue 
to reveal startling facis,and a new phase is 
now put upon the affair. 

From the evidence furnished by agents of 
the Mexican Land and Colonization company, 
it appears that the president of the company 
had in view a plan to annex the peninsula to 
the Bristish empire, by pursuing the policy 
that was followed by the East India company 
when Great Britain acquired her posses- 
sions in Asia. It was designed 
to colonize Lower California“ and 
secure concessions from the American govern- 
ment and then to provake strife and foment 
dissensions. English capital interests. would 
then be jeopardized and the intervention of 
the mother country was te be imvoked. In 
proof of this statement of agents of the com- 
pany, documentary evidence has been secured. 
Major Scott, manager of the com- 
pany, assured the filibusterers that two 
Euglish men-of-war would be in the vicinity of 
Mnsanada, oif the coast, when the republic was 
to be declared. As soon as the declaration of 
independence of the new government had been 
proclaimed these war vessels were to enter the 
harbor and recognize the new nation. Mr. 
Scott also stated that a nucleus of anjarmory 
was already in Lower California, stored in the 
ware-house of an English company at 
Ensanada. Three cases of rifles were shipped 
to Ensanada, billed to the English company, 
some timeago. Mr. Scott supposed that after 
the Tepublic had been established the United 
States government would join with the Mexi- 
can government in suppressing the invaders. 
Then Great Britain would be appealed to to 
protect the interests of her subjects and would 
establish a protectorate over the peninsula. +

Paris, June 5.—In the chamber of deputies 
today, M.-Dumay, socialist, asked the govern- 
ment what had prompted it to release the 
duke of Orleans, while the fathers of famiultes, 
victims of. aw evil political system, were still 
in prison. Russian socialists here had been 
arrested in France in compliance with the 
government's reactionary policy. 
. M. de Freycinet, president of the council 
and minister of war, replied that the release 
ef the duke of Orleans had nothing to do with 
politics. The idea of releasing him occurred 
to President Carnot when he was passing 
Clairvaux prison on hif recent tour. The re- 
public, M. de Freycinet declared, was strong

Pardons bad been granted recently for offenses 
committed by the strikers, and more would 
follow. M. de Freycinet demanded that the 
house vote the order of the day, which was 
agreed to by 313 yeas to 194 nays. 

M. Ferroul, and other labor gdeputies, pro- 
posed urgency for the discussion of the ques- 
tion of granting full amnesty to the imprisoned 
strikers. This was rejected by a vote of 312 
to 141. 

THE DUKE IN BELGIUM. 

BrussEts, June 5.—The duke of Orleans, 
who was released from Clairvaux prison, in 
France, on Tuesday night, and conducted to 
the Swiss frontier, arrived in this city this 
morning. He was met at the railroad station 
by one of the royal carriages, and conveyed to 
the palace, where he took breakfast with King 
Leopold.

And 
he knows furt-er that the interstate commerce 
commission is Charged with the duty of enforcing 
the provisions of the law, and yet it has never 
been enforced by that commission, and is 
a dead letterin the law, notwithstanding Mayor 
Campbell Wallace says, as just above quoted, they 
are ‘resting upon the rights of the people.” 

Since the writing of this, we have had the trust 
substitnted forthe pool. The pool 18 a simple 
agreement between corporations to fix certain 
rates of charges against their patrons, and to di- 
vide carnings between themselves, and takes into 
its protection all the stockholders of the different 
corporations, and destroys competition among 
themselves. The element of weakness in the pool 
lay in the fact that if they charged 
the public exhorbitant rates their contract 
being contrary tolaw,and they not baing able tu 
enforce it by legal proceedings, some one of the 
corporations would break the a&teement and un- 
dereut rates, and thereby destroy the pool and 
bring on a war of rates. There never has been a 
serious war of rates that was not intended to 

force some competing road.into the pool, and this 

pooling has becn done by almost all other corpo- 
tations engaged in business. The pool] could and 
can haves but.ene purpese, and that. is to destroy 
competition among corperations, and increase the 
burdens of the individual. 

To.remedy this element of weakness in the pool 
the trust has been invented, and _in order te its 
successful operation it must have another charter, 
which simply i a that ‘it shall have the right 
to buy and hold and own the stocks of other cor- 

rations, and this is thd power obtained by the 

tichmontd and West Point Terminal company. 
now dominating the raijireads of Georgin. 

Such a charter ceuld net have been. obtained in 
Georgia, because it would have been centrary te 
the constitution of this state. It was obtained in 
the state of Virginia, and seeks 
to do business in Georgia, in spite of 
Georgia’s constitution and laws. _Under.this form 
of charter, they buy a majority of stock of any 
corporation, and oe secure absolute control 
ef such corporation, and can do this with as many 
different corporations as on | desired. Having 
obtained a majority of the stock in each corpora- 
tonen in any line of business, they -select 
the officers and managers-of each separate carpo- 
ration, and thereby destreéy all competition and 
ean fix exhorbitant rates a8 against the public, 
without any fear of any corporation changing 
such rates. The trust, a8 above ex- 
plained, carries with it the powerj to destroy the 
rights of the minority steckhoiders in a eorpora- 
tion controied by it, vy diverting business from 
it or lowering its charges, while the business of 
the others is correspon y increased. 

To illustrate, take threeparaiiel and competing 
lines of railread, with a trust controlling a ma- 
jority of the stock. The trust can, by throwing 
the business from one to the other two, so de- 
preciate the revenue of this one asi to rob it of 
dividends and sufficient means even to keep 
and maintain its pro . Its stock must 
then go do down in value to such a 
— as the trust may desire. It 

then bong! t by the trust, business thrown back 
on it,and from another. Its stock then goes. up, 
and the other down, to such figures as they desire, 
when they take it up, and sp, until they have se- 
cured the entire stovk of all the roads, and. then 
they eam fleecethe public inongof two ways. 
Either by extart-onate rates, or by diverting the 
freight and business from any bag point, de- 
preciate or boom real estate at will.

Ty state there oxists, or ought speedily to 
be provided if it does not exist, the appropriate 
machinery, fndicial and otherwise, for the correct 
ascertainment of such offenses, and the prompt 
enforcement of such penalty. The decision of 
Judge Barrett in the proceeding of the peeple of 
New York to forfeit the charter of the North River 
Refining congony, Tecause this company 
merged into ta® @igar trust, sustains these viesrs. 
He properly brushed away the technical pretense 
that e act of the stockholders did not 
affect or touch the corporation, and hetd 
that the purpose to effect the corporate combina- 
tion was but thinly disguised, that corporations 
have ne authority toenter mto.sn¢h partnerships 
as are lawinl for individuals; that in so doing 
they exercise powers not conferred by law, and as 
a legal conclusion forfeiture of the tranchise and 
dissolution follow. It is held accordingly, that the 
corporation proceeded against.ha3 entered into an 
unlawful combination, and in so doing has re- 
nounced and abandoned the franchises. This isa 
simple and speedy, a just and efficacious, way-of 
dealing with corporations ; that by action of their 
Steckholders, or a majority of them become 
parties toatrust. If it be said that each. state 
cau react on this proceeding, only the corporation 
itself has created, and that some law, affecting 
non-resident corporations is yet required, it may 
be answered that corporations exercise corporate 
powers outside the state which charter them, not 
a3 a matter of right.but of comity,.and the exten- 
sion of the same principle that recalls the fran- 
chise of a home company will withdraw this 
comity from a foreign company in like guilt. 

The remedy. proposed by the “Olive bill’ was 
simply to revoke the franchise, or in 
other words, forfeit the charter of 
corporations created by Georgia, who entered 
these forbidden combinations, and to _—— hit for- 
eign corporations, not chartered by Georgia, bu 
exercising powers ef trust, from doing business 
or owning property in the state of Georgia. This 
remedy is not new. It has been the remedy used 
to discipline all corporations violating their 
charters in the past. Some of the tools and 
satellites of monopoly affect great indignation at 
the application of-this remedy, and endeaver to 
misicead the people with the idea that 
it is a confiscation of property. It is not. 
When the charter of a corporation is forfeited 
the state does take its property, except to sell the 
same to.a party legally authorized to buy, and 
hold the same and then pay ent of the money 
arising from the sale the debts of the corporation, 
and if there be.a surplus, pay that pro rata to the 
stockholders, according to the shares of each, 
Every lawyer worthy to practice in a justice’s court 
knows thisto be true. itis the only remedy that 
can be applied toa corporation. at does not 
confiscate property. In it the state takes 
nothing except the powers she has granted and 
which are used for monopoly and the public in- 
jury. The only other remedy, as punishment or 
prevention, is by a fine which, 1f the corporation 
pays, is a eontiseation to that extent of its prop- 
erty ; and if wrong-doing should be persisted in by 
the corporation long enough to accomplish the 
ay nap sought, must confiscate all the property 
of the corporation. 

As a state’s rights democrat, 1 am unwilling to 
surrender to any foreign tribunal any right of 
protection the people of Georgia may have, 
and I hope she will never have the 
misfortune to have a legislature that will 
doit. If we are ready to make this surrender to 
the demands of plutocracy, then let ns will to our 
children all we will have left, the hope that they 
may have the valor to retake what we have bar- 
tered away at the ballot box. 

All hurtful monopoly is the result.of unwise 
legislation. Q§Nature and nature’s god are not 
its author, refore, whenever we find hurtful 
monopely, we should carefully examine the law 
upon which it is founded te discover the princi- 

es which make it a monopoly, with a view to 
repealing the same. It.is not wise statesmanship 
to create a‘monopoly, and expect to control it. 
To do this, is like setting one’s house on fire, to 
show how we may putit out. It we can preven 
the consolidation of corporations, and ke-p them 
eompetitive in charter,.we need fear no evil. 

Bat 1 weuld not.confide the Lenefits of compe- 
tition to given points or localitics. I would go 
further, and secure its benefits to all points and 
patrons alike withont discrimination. This is not 
unpossible,as the adyocates of monapo:y would 
have us believe. The remedy is easy aud plain in 
the law governing public highways. 

Without competition watered stocks and ficti- 
tious securities can never be elimmated. With 
competition free, they will be eliminated, as I have 
said before. The Olive bill was an anti-trust bill, 
and applied to all corporations alike, and if it hit 
@ railroad trust its author was not responsible.

The County Alliance Passes 9 Resolution that 
as the Alliance is a New Political Body 
it Will Not Interfere in Pelitics. 


E.LBerToN, Ga., June 5.—[Special.]—As 
was expected, a thoroughly representative 
crowd assembled in Elberton Tuesday. The 
county alliance, with the reports from the thir 
teen sub-alliances in the county, were to de- 
cide whether or not the alliance should take 
any action or express any preferences as to 
candidates for the variots officers in the state.

MACON’S WATER SUPPLY. @ 


It is Diminishing and the Authorities are 
Concerned About It. 

Macon, Ga., June 5.—[Special.]—A very 
serious problem has presented itself for the 
people to solve. For several months it has 
been evident that Macon’s water supply was 
diminishing. The matter has been kept quiet, 
and only the leading citizens knew of the mat- 
ter. It has now, however, become generally 
whispered, and the matter will have to be 
taken into consideration. 

Today the waterworks company notified 
Mr. Dodd, the gentleman who has charge of 
the street sprinklers, that no more water could 
be spared for that purpose for the present. 

The streets have gone through the day with- 
out the least drop of water on them, and are 
likely to continue in this fix for several days 
tocome. The matteris thus a most serious 
one, resulting, as it will, in a loss of 
hundreds of dollars to the merchants 
in damage to goods. 

It was mentioned in THE CONSTITUTION a 
few days ago that the waterworks company 
had advanced the price of water service for el- 


evators to $400 per annum, thus lit- | 


erally barring the use of the water for this 
purpose. It is now generally understood that 
this step became necessary through rapid di- 
minishing of the water supply. 

These two circumstances combined, go to 
show that the management is trying to 
avoid anything like a water famine by cutting 
off all consumption of water other than for 
domestic use. 

There is already on foot a movement to es- 
tablish another system of waterworks, and it 
will undoubtedly be carried through. It 
would, at least, be a profitable and 
timely investment for some one to pro- 
vide water for street and machinery purposes. 

Macon’s water stands without an equal in 
any cityin the south, and it is not at all 
pleasant to think of the supply diminishing. 

The waterworks company is increasing 
the number of springs, and is doing all in 
its power to prevent any trouble.

“Tl saw him first,” says Mr. Bowen, “under the 
following circumstances :” 

When the Confederate Army overran @ portion 
of Maryland the sensation at Washington sug- 
gested the probable feelings of the Romans when 
the hordes of Attila poured in tremendous tide 
into the territory of the Geoaying empire. The 
National capital was threatencd. Anarmy corps 
appeared before the north side of the city, and 
skirmishi went on beneath the fortifications. 
The gray-clad pickets were stationed within eight 
of the unfinished dome of the ere 

Engaged in especial work, I endeavored to pass 
from a point in the vicinity of Fredericksburg, in 
Maryland, to the Chain Bridge, above George- 
town. The task was perilous. If captured by 
the Confederates my life would have undoubtedly 
yaid forfeit. For two days I lay concealed in 

orests and in low underbrush, moving cautiously 
by night and avoiding camp-fires and wagon 
trains. The sun had just gone down behind the 
blue Virginia hills when I endeavored to cross 
the high road between Point of Rocks and George- 
town. All was still, although the road had been 
traversed within an hour by the supply wagons 
and.small detachments of the enemy. I paused 
as I stood among the low shrubbery which flanked 
the way, intending to proceed along it, trust- 
ing to eyes and ears to escape danger. ‘The rattle 
of military accoutrements was heard. Quickly I 
fell back into the thicket, and, lying close to 
mother earth, 1 watchtd the passing cavalcade. 
Two troopers, arrayed in rusty gray homespun 
uniforms, with clumsy yellow facings, and mounted 
on very fair horses, led the van. The men carried 
Uncle Samuel’s sabres slung froni their waist- 


belts and their slouch hats flapped over their eyes: 


with the motions of their steeds. 

Next came a commanding figure on horse- back. 
A tall, thick-set man in plain gray rode beside a 
subordinate officer, with whom he conversed. His 
bearing was intensely military, notwithstanding 
his shoulders were slightly rounded. The face 
was a martial one, fierce and energetic. Keen 
eyes gleamed beneath bushy, overhanging brows, 
and the mouth was firm and positive. The in- 
signia on the coat collar,which was seen a8 plainly 
as is the paper on which I write, told me that 
the warrior who passed as it were in review was 
a Lieutenant-General in the Army of the Confed- 
eracy. I recall the thoughts which crowded 
through my brain as I lay prone on the mossy 
earth. You could,I fancy, have heard my heart 
thump against its pericardium and even cause 
shocks to the ground, with which it was in clore 
contact, as I gazed with stoney eyes on the rebel 
General and his suite. The story which the aide- 
de-camp was in the act of relating must have been 
a humorous one, for the sun-browned, saturnine 
countenance of the commander relaxed into a 
smile as his horse bore him out of sight. Some 
dilapidated-looking bg: an troops followed— 
tough, weather-beaten fellows, who carried all 
manner of traps and plunder at their saddle bows. 
One of them said something about a street in 
Lynchburg, and a comrade laughed. Ip a couple 
of minutes the clatter of sabres died away in the 
distance. 

The officer of high rank was Lieut.-Gen. Jubal 
A. Early, the brave soldier, not a military strate- 
gist, but bold and indefatigable in the execution 
of orders in the field. It was “Old Jubal,’’ the 
warrior. 

With this striking pen picture of Gen. Early as 
seen some years ago, Mr. Bowen fairly comes down 
to the subject in hand: 

On Tuesday, March lith, I sat in the balcony of 
the Academy of Music at New Orleans and beheld 
aspectacie whichin one sense was almost as in- 
teresting as the dangerous military episode of 
the far-back war days. The superfluous scenery 
was cleared away 80 as to expose the entire stage 
area. Ap immense drum of mahogany, with 
glass in place of the conventional sheepskin, was 

ised on an axle passing through its center on a 
wooden standard. The axle protruded from the 
giass heads on either side, and ended in a erank 
of iron with a wooden handle. The diameter of 
the drum was about five feet, and from head to 
head the distance was apparently one-half the 
diameter. 'A trap-door ten inches square was 
formed in the circumference. 

On the opposite side of the stage, and resting on 
a standard above the green cloth, was a emailer 
wheel. It was a highly polished, brazen affair, 
with plate-gass heads. Through the latter an axle 
ran, but, unlike the large drum, there were no 
cranks. A smalltrap, about six inches square, 
appeared in the periphery. Several chairs stood 
in the center of the stage in the rear of the mech- 
anisms above described. : 

By the side of the first drum stood a white- 
headed old man. He was of large stature, but the 


- progress of years weighed heavily upon him and his 


shoulders were bent soas to throw his florid face, 
with its full white hirsute covering, forward to- 
wards the floor. Gray blue eyes, fierce and pene- 
trating, gleamed beneath bushy, overhangin 
brows. A suit of Confederate gray clothing, we 
cut and neat, covered the aged man. He paused 
a moment, with one hand resting on the great 
mahogany drum. Throwing his head back, he 
swept his eyes cursorily over the eager assemblage 
before him. I had seen that marked countenance 
before. It was the ex-Confederate warrior, Lieut.- 
Gen. Early. 

At 10:45 o’clock another historic personage ap- 

ared onthe scene. He wascladin black, and a 
Ce aaieue face crowned’ by snow white, closely 
cropped hair was poised proudly above an elegant, 
dignified form. His shaven, ks were cold, 
his eyes were cold, his counten@fice of the Gallic 
cast, was impassive. You might easily mistake 
him for a commander of a French Corps d’ Armee 
in mufti. 

Then followed some facetious remarks on the 
part of Mr. Bowen, comparing Generals Beaure- 
gard and Early to “Croupiers,” which, though 
vivacious, out of respect to these gentiemen, as 
well as for lack of space, we necessarily omit from 
our digest. R 

“wo small boys in knickerbockers took their 
places, one by the large drum and one by the 
small brass wheel. With the utmost solemnity 
Gen. Early proceeded to blindfold the boy beside 
him. Located near the brazen drum Gen. Beau- 
regard, with corresponding pote tied a white 
handkerchief over the eyes of his juvenile assist- 
ant. Several white canvas sacks were placed near 
the great whee}. The contents of each sack as- 
sumed the bulk of a bushel of grain. The gath- 
ered neck of each sack was tightly tied with a 
cord, over which a strip of white paper was drawn 
and sealed with red wax. Gen. Early carefully 
broke the seal of one sack and poured the con- 
tents through the trap-door opening into the 
great wheel. There was a rattling sound and a 
heap of small white and black cylinders appeared 
through the glass side of the bottom of the drum. 
One sack after the other was emptied until the 
little cylinders filled the drum exactly half full. 
In other words, a drum, five feet in diameter and 
two feet six inches along its axis, contained the 
contents of the canvas sacks, in bulk two feet six 
inches deep at the thickest — After closing 
the door Gen. Early motioned to two negroes who 
stood in the wings. They approachid, one on each 
side of the drum, and by the axle cranks they 
slowly revolved it threetimes. Then they reversed 
the action and turned the drum three times in the 
opposite direction. The little black and white 
cylinders rattled metrily as they whirled about. 
hen the negroes returned to their places in the 
wings. 

On the other extremity a scene almost identica} 
was enacted. re was, however, only a s 
canvas sack—a small one—and there were no nebie 
assistants vada od the brazen drum.

At exactly 12:30 o’clock, Gen. Early unrolled a * 


slip of paper and called “8,132. From the Beau- 
regard side of the green cloth came the answer 
000.” The aydience remained still as death 
for a moment; thenasound of amurmur ex- 
pressive of disgust went up and half of those 
pracent hastened out of the theatre. Every ticket 
older could not by any manner of arithmetical 
computation draw the great prize, but the holder 
apparently thought that his piece of paper ought 
to have borne the lucky number; hence his wrath 
The subsequent proceedings were no longer inter- 
esting. One by one the numbers were called and 
one by one the numbers in the small drum were 
read off. Finally the last of the cylinders were 
removed from the latter and the monthly drawing 
was at an end. ; 

Mr. Bowen has this to say about the executive 
department of the Louisiana State Lottery: 

he lottery building on St. Charles sireet is a 
lain affair of white marble. It is three stories 
igh, of the Italian order of architecture, and is 

mounted on a dark granite basement. Ins-de the 
lower floor contains several offices, and_ there is a 
central room which suggests a bank, Everything 
is extremely quiet and unobtrusive. Here Dr. M. 
A. Dauphin, the president, conducts the details 
of the vast machinery. He is purely an executive 
officer and is now in extremely delicate health. 

The business of the lottery has been referred to 
as enormous. I am enabled to give sone statis- 
tics on this int which connot fail to prove in- 
teresting. The letters received and out-soing 
belonging to the Louisiana Lottery through the 
— Orleans post-office are approximately as fol- 
ows: ; 

Daily average received, 5,800; daily average sent 
ont 11,000; daily average registered lJetters re- 
—— 2,800; daily average postal orders received, 

,600. 

A representative of the New Orleans National 
Bank, with an assistant, is stationed in the post- 
oftice to look after the 3,000 registered letters. 
Nearly 45 per cent. of the entire business of the 
post-oftice is derived from the lottery. 

There is a constant complaint that letters ad- 
dressed to Dauphin and to the New Orieans 
National Bank are broken open and robbed by 
postal clerks and employes. The postal inspec- 
tors are kept busy investigating these cases. The 
temptation to commit crime fs of course great. 
Those who handle the mails on the various routes 
leading into New Orleans understand very well 
that letters addressed to M. A. Dauphin probably 
contain loose bank bills. They also are keenly 
aiive to the fact that the almost innumerable 
registered letters going to the banks contain 
money for the lottery. 

The Post-master at New Orleans has more 
trouble on account of the letter robbing than all 
else. Recently the vigilance of the inspectors bas 
materiallv diminish: d the thefts. 

Uj,oa th: vital question, whether or not the 
drawings 0: the Louisiana State Lottery Company 
are fair and honest, and in accordance with the 
advertisement of the Company to the public, Mr. 
Bowen is very explicit. His testimony, coming 
as it does from an adverse source, will be con- 
clusive to any fair-minded person. 

The mostimportant problem connected with the 
lottery which I endeavored to solve was the ques- 
tion of the fairness of its drawings. It was with 


the hope that fraud could be discovered that I | 


spent much time and labor in striving to trace 
trickery. There are two ways by which the Com- 
pany could swindle its customers. The first is by 
placing a greater quantity of numbers in the large 
wheel than the scheme calls for. The number of 
tickets in a monthly drawing is 100,000 There are 
100,000 tickets placed in the large wheel, against 
which are drawn 840 tickets bearing on each the 
amount of a prize. If the number of tickets 
placed in the large wheel were increased 5,000, 
8,000, 10,000 or even 20.000 the chances of ticket 
ay ge 09 to draw a prize would be correspond- 
ngly diminished. 

he tickets contained in the little rubber cylin- 
ders which are brought in sealed bags and pub- 
licly deposited in the large wheel, might be in- 
creased in number gored to their removal from 
the lottery office. If so, the fraud would be eom- 
plete. But there are two reasons why this is not 
done, The two Generals have allowed themselves 
to become the conductors of a gambling scheme, 
but IT could not find an enem Bg lottery who 
would admit that etther-old Jubal Early or Gen. 
Beauregard would countenance fraud or permit 


cheatiny to be carried on. The contents oy the 


sacks are sealed by them and no one inet them- 
selves have access to the tickets. Fraud could not, 
in all probability, be committed without. their 
sanction, ‘ 

It would be difficult to*increase the number of 
tickets in the wheel to any considerable amount 
withqut attracting the attention of the regular 
frequenters of the drawings. The wheel with its 
pox sides stands-in plain and easy sight. The 

ttle cylinders, each containing a ticket, occupy a 
given space in itsinterior. The addition of 1,000 
tickets would raise the contents above the famil- 
iar line they attain at every drawing. 

The second way by which fraud might be prac- 
ticed would be for Gens. Early and Beau ard to 
practice that which the fancy recognize as 
“palming.” They could dispose of the several 
great prizes in the interest of the Company as 
follows: At a given signal old Jubal could 
adroitiy substitute a cylinder which he carried 
about his ‘on, for the one handed to him by

That anything of the kind occurs I do not 
moment believe. y watched the hands pa bth 
and of his confrere when the capital prize was 
drawn, and there was not the slightest shadow of 
a doubt in the proceedings. The boys drew out 
the cylinders and Beauregard and Early took 
them with the tips of their fingers. They unrolled 
the tickets in plain sight and called out the nwin- 
rs.

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STORY OF THE PARTING. 


A Correspondent’s Account of Bismarck’s 
Last Audience With the Emperor. 

The Berlin correspondent of the Moscow Wiedo.- 
mosti has given his paper the details of Bis- 
marck’s parting audience with Emperor William 
IJ. His story is quite new and derived from the 
highest authority at the Berlin court, says the 
Vienna Neue Freie Presse. Prince Bismarck en- 
tered the palace at the hour set by the emperor. 
The emperor was out. Tifteen mifiutss later he 
drove up to the palace and alighted. As Bismarck 
waited in the ante-chamber he remarked to an ad- 
jutant on duty there: ‘Yes,yes,a man must learn 
to adapt himself to circumstances. Never before, 
even when the emperor was ill, have I had to do 
ante-chamber duty. Now lam getting a taste of 
it.”” When the emperor was ready Bismarck was 
summoned to him. The ex-chancellor remained 
standing amomenton the threshold of the im- 
perial chamber to say that he had come to present 
himself as the new-made field marshal of the Ger- 
manarmy. The emperor reached him his hand 
and motioned him to a seat. 

‘‘] have heard that you wish to refuse the title 
of duke of Lauenburg,” said the emperor. 

“Yes, your majesty.” 

“Tecan not permit it. To refuse a title that I 
wish to confer on you to your honor is an insult to 
me. I wish to raise, not lower you.”’ 

“fT am thankful to your majesty for your 
graciousness, but nevertheless request that you 
excuse me from accepting the title.”’ 

With the idea that Prince Bismarck declined the 
title for fear his wealth was not sufficient to sup- 
port it becomingly, the emperor expressed his 
willingness to increase the prince’s income to the 
size required by the new honor. Bismarck per- 
sisted in his refusal. Then the emperor sprang 
from his seat and cried: “I wish to make you 
great. That is all.’’ 

‘You can not make my name greater than it is,” 
was the answer. 

After a short pause the efyperor added, with ill- 
concealed vexation: “But, don’t you see, your 
refusal will spread the impression that you retired 
unwillingly—that there has been trouble between 
us?” 

“Tam not responsible for that.” 

‘*Moreover, the majority of the newspapers are 
trying to create a popular misapprehension of the 
cause of your retirement.” 

“I cannot help it. I have no power to make the 
press do otherwise. The press is free, and is 
taking advantage of this freedom to heap on me 
the coarsest insults.” 

The emperor was silent. Bismarck asked rer- 
inission to take his leave,and thanked the empe- 
ror for the kindness shown him by the emperor’s 
ancestors and the emperor himself. The emperor 
was deeply moved. He embraced and ki the 
prince, and at the last moment called after him: 
“Too bad, too bad that we couldn’t work together.” 

Bismarck was received hy the empress in the 
adjoining salon, and the last audience was over.

Covinerox, Ga., June 5.—{Special.]—On 
yesterday Mr. M. W. Flemister, of this 
county, was shot and severely wounded by a 
convict who has been working for him. The 
circumstances of the shooting were as follows: 

Mr. Flemister uses convicts in working his 
farm and on yesterday had four convicts at 
work, and among them was the negro who 
subsequently shot him. This négro is “a 
trusty” and Mr. Flemister sent him for his 
brid!e, telling him to catch his horse for him. 
The negro went into a house where the bridle 
was and where, it seems, Mr. Flemister had 
left his gun. The negro soon came out of the 
house with the gun in his hands, and at once 
ordered Mr. Flemister to throw down his pock- 
et-book and throw up his hands. This Mr. 
Flemister failed to do, and started to run off 
to avoid being shot. 

THE NEGRO FIRED. 

He ran about twenty steps, and was about 
forty steps from the negro, when the latter 
fired*on him, the load taking effect in his side. 
He still continued to run, and managed to es- 
cape the negro, who then ran off and has not 


_yet been captured. The gun was loaded with 
| duck-shot, and about fifteen or twenty have 


been extracted from Mr. Flemister’s person. 
Although his wounds are painful, they are not 
considered dangerous. 

THE NEGRO IS DANGEROUS. 

The negro is a _ convict whom 
Mr. Flemister obtained from the county au- 
thorities of Butts county, but I have been un- 
able to ascertain his name. At the time of 
the sheoting Mr. Flemister had on his person 
about one hundred dollars, which was in a 
large pocket-book, and eight shot passed 
through this pocket-book. 

Mr. Flemister is one of our most respectable 
farmers, and has the hearty sympathy of the 
community in his misfortune. It is reported 
today that the three other convicts who were 
in his charge made their escape shortly after 
he was shot.

A Great Mistake. 

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat is not the 
only republican newspaper which is laboring 
undera grievous misapprehension of the 
aims and purposes of the Farmers’ alliance. 
It has Company enough in around dozen of 
leading radical journals in the north; but 
this does not exeuse the error into which it 
has fallen, nor the ignorance and wilfulness 
with which it still persists in misinterpreting 
the policy of the farmers of the south, 

Recently, in discussing ‘southern affairs, 
the Globe-Democrat. ventured to express the 
hope that the alliance would defeat enough 
democrats in the south to guarantee the re- 
publieans a large majority in the next house 
and, looking through the alliance, intimated 
that there would be breaks enough in the 
democratic ranks to let the republicans 
through to victory. 

Ve would advise our contemporary to 
study the political situation in the south 
more carefully, and if it is interested in the 
workings of the Farmers’ alliance, to make 
itself familiar with the principles which 
govern it. It is laboring under a great mis- 
apprehension of facts if it thinks that the 
alliance will contribute to republican success 
in any state in the union. 

The alliance, while it may give direction 
to needful legislation, is thoroughly demo- 
cratic and it is moving altogether on demo- 
cratic lines. While differences of opinion 
are likely to exist between the members of 
this organization and outsiders, they will not 
materially affect the interests of the demo- 
eratic party, and if there should be tempo- 
rary divisions on lines of political policy, 
they will last but for a moment, and the ul- 
timate end will be peace and perfect union. 

The Farmers’ alliance, as we have ob- 
served it, is for the best interests of the 
south, and the mere fact that it is pronounced 
in its advocacy of good government is a suf- 
ficient answer to the vain hope of the repub- 
licans that it will be an instrument in the 
restoration of their power in the south, and 
will give them a lift in the councils of the 
nation, 

‘The farmers know their business, and the 
republican who seek to ride into power on 
their shoulders will receive a rebuke which 
he will be likely to remember, and will be 
left so far behind in the race that he will 
never be able to find his way again. 


Looking Over the Field. 

Our Alabama contemporaries, having 
passed through the political fire unscathed, 
have accepted the situation and settled down 
to business again; and in the breathing space 
which a cessation of hostilities has afforded 
them they have turned their attention to the 
campaign in Georgia. 

We are glad to know that the situation im- 

_ presses them favorably; it is, as they say, a 
contest wholly within the democratic party, 
and the candidates will abide the issue of the 
convention. Werepeat their advice to the 
party to *‘keep together’ and move as one 
man under the democratic standard. The 
contest in Georgia will be as lively as it was 
in Alabama, and from the present appear- 
ance of things we will have just as many 
gubernatorial candidates in the field, while 
the race for the minor offices will be more 
than a double one all around. 

But the best thing of all is the fact that 
the candidates, with one accord, have de- 
elared for a clean campaign and are pledged 
to preserve the peace. 

The Alabama campaign was a vigorons 
one, but the warring elements were harmo- 
nized at last in the peaceful finale. Georgia 
will profit by Alabama's shining example.

Spinning Ramie Fibre. 

The Boston Herald prints a dispatch from 
Providence, Rhode Island, in regard to a 
recent discovery in the decortication of 
ramie. The dispatch calls it ‘‘rama,’” a 
term that suggests in a vagne way trans- 
cendentalism and. baked beans. ‘‘Ramie’’ is 
a good enough name to those who are famil- 
iar-with the growth and habits of the plant. 

The interest of the Providence dispatch 
lies in the statement it makes, to the effect 
that Mr. Thomas Mabbet, of that city, has 
discovered a method of converting tLe ramie 
fibre, which is a beautiful textile, into a 
shape fit for carding and spinning. There 
have been two troubles with ramie. _The 
fibre lias been utilized for thousands of years, 
but it has been produced by hand, in a 
clumsy and tedious way. The first difficulty 
encountered in giving the textile commer- 
cial uses and value in this country was the 
lack of a cheap and convenient method of 
decorticating the plant. Various machines 
have been invented for that purpose, but 
none of them, so far as we know, have met 
the wishes of the public. It was left to Mr. 
Walter Forbes, of Atlanta, to invent a cheap 
chemical process of decortication, which 
does its work in an incredibly short space of 
time, and preserves the fiber in most beauti- 
ful shape. The fiber, however, is not in a 
shape for carding and spinning. It can be 
used in that way by manipulating and 
mixing it with cotton, but this did not obvi- 
ate the difficulty. It is true, the fibre is 
commercially valuable, but its value would 
be more than doubled if it could be carded 
and spun. 

This is the difficulty that, according tothe 
Providence dispatch, has been overcome by 
Mr. Thomas Mabbett, of that city. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Mabbett, he solved the problem 
within five minutes after he saw the sample 
of ramie fibre. He has already spun 2,000 
poundsof yarn. The process is a secret as 
yet, but the carding and spinning are done 
on ordinary wool machines, after an inex- 
pensive change to suit the nature of the new 
demands. 

In the Providence dispatch there is a 
vague suggestion that ramie can be grown in 
the south. Asa matter of fact, it has been 
grown in the south for years, and there is 
one extensive plantation of it in Louisiana. 
The plant will flourish wherever cotton 
grows, and will produce from three to four 
crops, its growth and habits being somewhat 


similar to those of lucerne or alfalfa.

The City’s Lungs. 

Parks and squares are the lungs of a city. 

Atlanta is now a southern metropolis, and 
her citizens, and the strangers within her 
gates, need a breathing space. 

Fine parks with their picturesque scenery, 
fountains and monuments educate a people 
and advance the esthetics of a city. 

Atlanta needs at least four parks, north, 
south, east and west, at our suburban ex- 
tremes. Even in the center of the town one 
large one would be a distinguishing feature. 

The cost of the public improvements is 
comparatively trifling, and the beauty of it 
is the fact that the people contribute the 
fund that pays for their recreation and enter- 
tainment. 


Alien Ownership of American Lands. 

A bill to prohibit aliens from acquiring 
titles to or owning lands in this country has 
been reported by the judiciary committee of 
the house. The committee makes no com- 
ment on the bill, simply reporting it back to 
the house. 

The bill, however, is a very important 
one, and it is based on one of the essential 
principles that underlie our institutions. 
The measure before the house provides that 
no person nota citizen of this country shall 
own a greater interest in land anywhere in 
the United States than a leasehold of five 
years. 

It has been suggested that the bill will be 
opposed on the floor of the house by many 
members who sympathize with the intention 
of the proposed law, but who have doubts as 
to its constitutionality. . They are not cer- 
tain, it seems, that congress has the power 
to decide who shall and who shall not own 
lands within the jurisdiction of the several 
states. Some of the members.are of the. 
opinion that this powér belongs to the states 
exclusively. 

On the other hand, the advocates of the 
bill claim that congress has the same right 
to make such a law that it has to regulate 
immigration to this country—as, for in- 
stance, the law excluding the Chinese. 
There are ‘plausible arguments on both 
sides, but we have seen no plausible argu- 
ments against the spirit and intention of the 
bill. .

CONCLUSION OF JUDGE R. H. CLARK’S - 


Address, in Which he Suggests Several Im- 
portant Changes in Our Laws. 


I have told my story of the past. Now, what 
shall I say of the future?—1 mean the future re- 
specting our laws. As time has, so time will, 
bring its changes. Future development will show 4 
the necessity of new laws, and amending or re- 
pealing old laws. From an experience of forty- 
six years, and sixteen of them as judge, if I had 
the power there is important legislation 
I would enact. Some would first require 
a change of our constitution; and in time we will 
have a revision of the present constitution. On: 
this oceasicn I can only mention a few that are 
prominent ;and L-purpesely do so, that my sug- 
gestions inay be ccngidered. : ; 

I find the existing laws Of master and servant | 
inadequate to justice in the present state of in- 


dustries and enterprises, and the immense num- { 


ber of middie men and euployes. The most of 
these laws have come down to us from a time 
when they were made for a farmer and his crop- 
pers; for a blacksmith and his strikers; fora boss | 
mechanic, and his few journeymen; for a mer- 
chant,and his few clerks; and for a house-holder 
and his few domestics. The courts find great 
difficulty in applying these old laws to present 
cases, and the result is either the courts have to 
expound the law in such manner as savors ot leg- 
islation or plain justice has to be defeated—gross 
wrongs to be sanctioned. 

Our law of homicide should be revised, so to 
eliminate that called manslaughter, or differently 
define what manslaughter is, so as to make it pos- 
sible. There 184y be cases of voluntary man- 
Slaughter, for according to the letter and 
spirit of the present law, itis, withivery few ex- 
ceptions, either murder, justifiable homicide or 
involuntary manslaughter. There should be murder 
in the firstand second degree, and distinctly de- 
fined, as there is in most of the states. 

If to. kill one for violating the marital rights is 
justifiable homicide, instead of manslaughter (as 
It wa; by the common law), because it ‘‘stands on 
the same footing of reason and justi¢e’’as the other 
grounds of self-defense set forth in the code, the 
legislature should so say and declare the cireum- 
Stances of justifieation, not leaving it (as it is) to 
the judgment, or caprice of every jury. 

We should have a law efining what 
shall constitute an assault with intent to murder. 
The present law restricts it to “the use of a 
weapen likely to produce death,’ whereas, it is 
well known there may be such an intent without 
the use of such a weapon, and so eur courts have 
held. That should not be left to judicial construc- 
tion, which should be a legislative declaration. It 
Should be further declared, if a weapon likely to 
Sse ngie death is used, to what extent it is evi- 

ence of an intent to murder. 

There should be noappeals from the justice’s 
court toa jury in the superior court. Such ap- 
peals, and as they are now warranted by consent, 
amounts to giving the superior court original ju- 
risdiction injcases from fifty to one undred dol- 
lars. They should all come to the superior court 
by certiorari. Every judge who has tried such 
cases, involving, perhaps, not more than sixty dol- 
lars, can feelingly tell how they take jus*as much 
time asifthe amount involved was a thousand 
dollars, and how they-obstruct the important bus- 
iness of the court, both civil and :criminal. The 
idea of taking twelve “upright and intelligent” 
male citizens to try such small cases is ab- 
surd and the enormous extra court expenses 
they entail, is a wrong to the tax-payers. In fact 
it may be said that twelve jurors are more than 
are needed in civil cases. iv6é jurors, with the 
proper qualifications, can pass upon the issue bet- 
ter than twelve, especially when the twelve are 
selected without any. regard to their special quali- 
fication for such work. Occasionally have I tried 
cases betore a jury of twelve men, when there was 
not.a juror coinpetent to calculate the amount due 
upon a note where there were several credits. 

In criminal] cases it is likely the time will never 
be reached, and should not be, when less than 
twelve jurors will be deemed competent to pass 
upon a felony, but to require the concurrence of 
the twelve to make a verdict operates often to ac- 
quit the gnilty, and sometimes to convict the in- 
nocent. In every strongly contested case there is 
a probability of from one to three men getting on 
the jury who go on with a determination to find 
the defendant guilty, or not guilty, no matter 
what the evidence or law is. Therefore, two- 
thirds or three-fourths of the body should be 
competent to render a_ verdict. If the 
the verdict is in favor of the accused he goes free. 
If against him, and it should be a wrong verdict, 
he is safe in the hands of the presiding judge, and 

f not, he has his appeal to the supreme court. 

The power of a court of copen should be given 
to our supreme court,so that when the judges 
know the justice of the case has been reached by 
the judgment of the court below, they should 
the ;}over to affirm that judgment 
The 
errors sufficient to send the case back for another 
trial should be such errors as have “‘led to the ver- 
dict,” and which verdict is manifestly or doubt- 
fully against the justice of the case. This will 
not only execute the object of law, which is the 
attainment of justice, but will protect lawyers and 
citizens against the great labor and expense of so 
often trying cases twice, and even more than 
twice. The demands of justice should be para- 
mount to errors,merely technical. In nine times 
out of ten the —s of a case is its law, and 
when not itis from some ruie having its foun- 
dation in a sound public policy, which im itself is 
just. 

’ The administration of law is not a Commodity 
which can be measured with a tape-line, or 
weighed with the scdles of an apothecary. The 
rights of the stateand of her citizens in their 
lives, liberty and property are too sacred for that. 
The true testof the result of every issue, is the 
justice it accomplishes. It shou'd be superior to 
every other consideration concerning or affecting 
the citizen. No nation or state can permanently 
endure which does not make justice the founda- 
tion of its legal and political polity. In the lan- 
ruage of George William Curtis, ‘‘the old empires 

ell, because the governors forgot to put justice 
into their governments.”’ Therefore, F eteks with 
an earnest plea for justice. It is not only indis- 
pensable in all legal controversies, but affords a 
remedy for our social and political troubles, if 
every citizen, of every race, would resolve to gov- 
ern his conduct by its dictates.

The railroad commissioner of the state has 
taken hold of the Terminal. 

This action was made public yesterday morn- 
ing, but it remains for THe CensTityTION to 
make the-first announcement; — _ 

The presidents ofthe Richmond and Dan- 
ville and the Georgia Pacific and the East 
Tennessee, Virginiaand G«org'a and the Cen- 
tral have been cited to show cause, on the 24th 
of this month, why they “should not come un- 
der the operations of 1@'e 1, governing the 
transportation of freight.’’ 

That rule reads: “‘All connecting railroads, . 
which are under the management and control, 
by lease, ownership or otherwise, if one and 
the same company, shal! for purposes of trans- 
portation, in applying this tariff, be considered 
as. constituting but one and the same road, and 
the rates shall be computed as upon parts of 
one and the same road, unless otherwise speci- 


; fed.” . 


The importanee of the matter. can be seen at 
a glance. : 

Are the East Tennessee, the Central, the 
Richmond and Danville, and the Georgia Pa- 
cifie to be considered as parts of the same road ? 

Mr. John H. Inman, the -president of- the 
Richmond and West Point Terminal and 
Ware-house company, has also been cited to 
appear. : 

_ The question is one seriously affecting the 
revenue of the roads. To consider.them as 
one system, is to materially lower the rate.

Each is left entirely independent in its man- 
agement, except, of course, the Georgia Pa- 
cific, which is a division of the Richmond and 
Danville, It may be true that the same men 
hold.a majority of the stock in each of all 
these roads, but to all practical intents and 
purposes they are separate roads under differ- 
ent managements.”’ 

But then will the railroad commission take 
that view of it?

THE ALDEEMANIC BOARD. 


It Meets Yesterday and Approves the Open- 
ing of Loyd Street. 

The aldermanic board held a regular meet- 
ing in the mayor’s oftice yesterday afternoon. 

Street work and the renumbering of the 
houses of the city occupied the board’s atten- 
tion. 

The opening of Loyd street was the most im- 
portant of the street work. 

It was decided to confirm the council’s 
action providing for the opening 
of Loyd street from its present 
terminus at Fair street to Crumley street. The 
work will cost $8,300. Hands will be put on 
the street at once, and the opening effected 
wighout delay. 

Then the renumbering of the streets. 

The council's action recommending this was 
approved in part and rejected in part. It was 
the sentiment of the board that the renumber- 
ing was needed and needed badly. 

But there were some details relative to the 
expense of the plan proposed by the council 
that did not meet the idea of the aldermen. 

So the ordinance will go back to the council 
for ratification of the board’s amendment. 

There was a great deal of discussion about 
the centenary system of numbering, as_ used 
in most all large cities. The council did not 
provide that this system should be used, be- 
cause it was believed by that body that it 
would be impracticable in Atlanta on account 
of the irregularity of the squares and streets. 

Since the ordinance was passed new light 
has been thrown on the centenary plan, and 
now among councilmen there is talk of recon- 
sideration of the ordinance when it comes up 
again. If it is re-considered, the centenary 
system, which City Engineer Clayton highly en- 
dorses as not only the best and most practicable, 
but also the least expensive will be substituted 
for the one recommended—the twenty-five foot 
system. 

The renumbering of the streets is 
a very important thing. Unless it is 
carried out right the work wil! 
all have to be done over again in afew years. 

The plan to be used as now provided by the 
ordinance is for a number to every twenty-five 
feet front. This, the aldermanic board thought 
would be expensive. 

The centenary plan provides for one hun- 
dred numbers to each block, no matter how 
small. Itis used in Washington and in most 
all the large Cities, and its' adoption for Atlanta, 
as the best.of all the systems, is being seriously 
considered by some council members who have 
been investigating the. question.

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GEORGIA RAILROADS. 


ITIS BELIEVED THAT ALE RAILWAY 
ORDERS WILL POOL ISSUES 


And Strike, if Necessary, Before the Inquisi- 
tion Pian Goes Into Effect--The Com- 
mission and the Terminal. 

The trouble in railroad circles, an account of 
which was first published in Tar Constitrvu- 
TION yesterday morning, is becoming compli- 
cated. 

It looks now as if all the railroad orders wil] 
pool issues in the matter, and a general strike 
is threatened on the Central road. 

The verdict of Tuer Constirution, “It will 
not work in Georgia,’ is generally endorsed. 

The inguisition plan must go, they say, cr 
the men will quit work: and there is trouble 
ahead. 

THE ATLANTA END. 

Atlanta is comparatively removed from the 
scenes of trouble. The division headquarters 
are at Savannah, Macon and Albany, and 
there-—if trouble comes—the trouble will start. 

There are local organizations of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers; the Order of 
Railway Cceonductors; and the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen, aid these are anx'o sly 
awaiting the outcome. Representatives of ail 
of them declared yesterday they would follow 
any plan of opposition that might come to 
them from the proper oflicers of their respect- 
ive associations. 

“Though, to show you how we stand in the 
matter,’ said an oflicer of the engineers’ 
brotherhood yesterday, ‘‘there is only one line 
man of the Central in our membership here, 
and only three cr four of them im the yards 
here. About all we could do would be to dis- 
suade men from going down there to take the 
places of men that are discharged. There are 
more of the Central’s men here, however, in 
the conductors’ order and the firemen’s brother- 
hood.”’ 

TO POOL ISSUES. 

The engineers have taken the most decided 
stand in the matter, and are Feaily best able to 
hold their own in case of a strike. 

Only two members of that brotherhood have 
signed the list of questions. That was on the 
southwestern division, and -was done before 
they had achance of consulting about it. They 
have since demanded that their names be 
taken off. 

Chief Arthur is now in Savannah, and is 
heartily with the men in opposing the inquisi- 
tion. 

The conductors have not acted so thoroughly 
in unison. 

They are met at the depot in Macon, and 
probably alsoin Savannah, and required to 
sign the questions. 

“Fill out those questions and sign it,’’ he is 
ordered, ‘‘or here is a man to take your train.’”’ 

‘Bat the order gives us until the 16th to 
sign it.’ 

“Sign it now or this man takes out your 
train.” 

Several conductors have signed under these 
circumstances. 

Grand Master F. P. Sargeant passed through 
Atlanta for Macon Tuesday night, and is in 
conference with the railway officials and others 
now. 

It is certain that these orders wiil pool issues 
in the matter. 

Until the convention whic met in Roches- 
ter two or three weeks ago, there was an anti- 
strike clause in the constitution of the Order 
of Railway Conductors. 

A big fight was made on this issue, and that 
clause was stricken out by a vote of 216 to 66. 

This put the order in position to co-operate 
with other orders of a similar nature; and 
while their order alone might not be able to 
stand the pressure of a strike, the combined 
forces of al! the railway brotherhoods would. 

ON THE RICHMOND AND DANVILLE. 

At the same time these questions were sent 
out on the Central they were sent out from 
the Richmond and Danville headquarters. 

A determined opposition was made and the 
order was changed so that the men now in the 
employment of the company neéd not sign it. 

New men must sign it as they enter the 
service. 

WHO IS BEHIND MR. GABBRTT ? 

That question was asked over and overagain 
yesterday. 

‘‘As a general manager,’’ said Mr. Jim Har- 
ris of the engineers’ brotherhood yesterday, 
‘“‘Mr. Gabbett has been regarded as the best 
friend the brotherhood had in the south. 
Every employe in the service of the road has 
looked upon Mr. Gabbett as his friend. He 
has always been kind and reasonable, and the 
men don’t believe that he had anything to do 
with the order, though it is signed by him. I 
suppose, by its being tried at the same time on 
the Richmond and Danville, that it comes 
from the Terminal headquarters. But wherever 
it comes from it is wrong, and we are grateful 
to THE ConstiITUTION for saying so and for 
standing by us.’’

It was resolved that the officers of the Home 
for the Friend!ess be constituted as a commit- 
tee of the whole to consider in what way the 
resolutions should be presented to the associa- 
tion of the Home for the Friendless. 

A RULE BY THE ASSOCIATION 

has ever been that in matters of great impor- 
tance no action shall be taken except by the 
entire membership of the association. While 
the officers were all heartily in favor of adopt- 
ing the resolutions, it was decided to call a 
mass meeting of the ladies of the association to 
meet at the parlors of the Young Mens’ li- 
brary at 5 o’clock Saturday evening, when the 
resolutions will be freely discussed and the 
proposition considered in all its, bearings.

Reports of routine business were read and_ 
passed up, but nothing further of any impor- 
tance was done.

‘PREACHER MCUTCHEN. 


ikke COMES BACK TO ATEANTA AND 
GIVES BOND. 


The Pastor of the East Atianta Baptist 
Church Who is Charged With 
Wife- Beating. 


Rev. Thomas E. MeCutehen, the pastor o 
the East Atlanta Baptist church, who Iecft the 
city suddenly last Thursday, is in Atlanta 
again. 

He left a few hours after a warrant charging 
him with wife-beating had been sworn out 
against him before Judge Manning, and re- 
turned Wednesday onan afternoon train. 

Rev. McCutchen has been in Social Circle 
during his absence, spending the time with an 
aunt, he says. 

The public is familiar with the swearing out 
of the warrant last week by Mrs. McCutchen, 
at the the time the story appeared in Tuk Con- 
STITUTION. 

In brief, Mrs; McCutchen charged that her 


husband had slapped her, and otherwisecruelly 


treated her. Mr. MeCutchen, being a minister 
of the gospel. pastor of the East Atlanta Bap- 
tist church, made the charge somewhat sensa- 
tional. 

Thesame day the warrant was sworn out, 
before it-was served, McCutchen left the city. 
In an interview his wife .referred to him as a 
fugitiye from justice, along with a long. list of 
other uncomplimentary allusions touching his 
character and treatment of her. Shecalled him 
a hypocrite ard a crazy fanaticist. 

Since the swearing out of the warrant and 

tev. McCutehen’s disappearance, nothing 
has been heard of him until yesterday. 

Tuesday Mrs. McCutchen went before Or- 
dinary Calhoun aid took the pony homestead. 
She then proceeded to sell Rev. McCutchen’s 
library and other household goods. 
MecCutchen’s flock heard of this, and at once 
sent him word of what was going on. 

McCutchen took the first train for Atlanta. 
On his arrival here he went to Judge Manning 
and gave a one hundred dollar bond for his ap- 
pearance. Last night he slept at the home of 
Mr. Bryan, not a block from his wife and his 
home. 

He says there was no call for the salé of his 
books, as he left his wife and children com- 
fortably provided for when he went away. 
There was both meat and bread in the house, 
and he says his books were sold through 
malice. 

There isalong story of domestic troub'e 
leading up to the swearing out of the wife- 
beating warrant. 

tev. McCutchen and his wife have been 
married about eight years, and are the parents 
of two children. 

A year ago they separated, the wife going to 
her people in Kentucky. A _ reconciliation 
was affected, but since then everything but 
peaceand harmony has reigned in the Mc- 
Cutehen household. The husband says he has 
been the sufferer instead of his wife, and that 
his life has been frequently threatened. In 
fact, that on aceount of his personal safety he 
was compelled to leave the city when he did a 
week ago. 

Immediately after his arrival in the city 
Rev. Mr. McCutchen was seen at the residence 
of Mr. Bryan on Howell street. 

“I want you to say,” hesaid, ‘that the re 
port in this afternoon’s paper did netdo me 
justice—I wrote the statement myself, but it 
was altered and cuf so that it misrepreseited 
me in many important matters.”’ 

“Do you desire to live with your wife 
again ?’’ 

- “No, sir, I wish her allthe good but can 
never live with heragain. My life would be 
in danger.” 

“*How about the quarrel that caused her to 
swear out thewarrant against you. Did you 
strike her?’’ 

“Yes, I slapped her twice, turning her over 
my knee. 

“If Mrs. MeCutchen’s hand was in any wise 
bruised, as she stated, it was caused from the 
blows she gave me on my head. At the time 
of the quarrel I had gone to bed. She was 
rummaging about the room, and finally|began 
beating our little girl, who had got up and was 
fretting. I thought it most too much, and so 
got up and sat on the bed, throwing my arms 
around the child for protection. 

“‘My wife fell on me and began beating me, 
and while I sat upin bed, drew her over my 
feet, held her hands and slapped her twice. 


The number of licks I received from her I 


cannot state, but I got enough. 

‘While this was going on, she said: ‘I 
have you just where I have hoped to get you. 
You have whipped me and I will put you 
where I can’t see you again. And if you ever 
come here again I will kill yon.’ 

“This is not the first time I have recel reg a 
blow from her hand. e 

“At ence the alarm was given to the nile: 
bors. This was between 10 and 12 o'clock at 
night. She told them that I had whipped 
her. She did not come back, and I got up and 
went tomy mother’s house. In the morning I 
packed my valise and left for my aunt’s, at 
Social Circle, where I have been sick in bed 
ever since. Ihave with mea written certifi- 
cate, showing how ill I was when I reached 
her home.’ 

Rey. McCutchen says there is something be- 
hind his wife’s actions more than has ever 
heen known. But he refuses to give any . clue 
to what his “‘something”’ is 

The:trial is booked for this afternoon ‘before 
Judge Manning. 

MRS. M’CUTCHEN. 

A reporter called at the home of Mrs. Mc- 
Cutchen after Mr. McCutchen had been seen. 

Mrs. McCutchen declined to answer any and 
all questions about the trouble, Her father, 
Mr. S.-W. Richardson, of -Lewistown, Ky., 
reached Atlanta Tuesday evening, and ha; 
been at the McCutchen home since then. 

He said that on the,trial the facts concern- 
ing the conduct of his daughter’s, husband 
would come out. They were willing to abide 
the decision of the law, and had nothing to 
say until the time of ‘the trial.

THE STOCK MARKET. 
The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, June 5.—The stock market was 
fess animated today, but displayed a firm under- 
tone from the opening to the close, and although 
there wae consicderab!le irreguiarity shown, most 
evcrything is higher tonight. There was a marked 
absence of pressure to sell, such as had made the 
dealings of last week so feverish and weak, and 
while the demand was moderate it was sufficient, 
with the disposition of foreigners 

to sell their favorites. The discussion 

of the silver bill in the house of 
representatives today revived the hopeful feeling, 
and the possibility of early action on the same 
goon showed in improved prices and in increased 
animation. Sugar refineries showed no particular 
activity, and that stock seemed to have lost its 
power over the regular list, and when it de- 
clined there was no response,and its subsequent 
advance met no recognition whatever, The 
money question today was not a factor, and while 
the sub-treasury continues to draw funds from 
banks, the flow from the interior more than makes 
up the drain, and funds were easy on call today at 
from tour to tive per cent. Among the features 
of the day’s trading Sugar Refineries was the 
most prominent, and after opening up 1 per cent 
at 76% it reacted to 7614, but later steadily ad- 
vanced, with moderate fluctuations until near the 
close, when its best price -was reached—80!4. It 
finally closed at 80. There was no news of any 
kind with bearing on that stock, and the rise 
gseerns to be only the natural reaction from the 
late depression. In the regular list Rock Island 
was strong on the explanation that the company 
bad charged $1,000,000 betterments to the oper- 
ting expenses. The market made very liitle pro- 
gress in either direction until wellinto the after- 
neon, when the influence of prospects of the silver 
bill being passed had their legitimate effect, and 
several stocks shoved up sharply, and among the 
most noted were Cleveland, Chicago, Cincinnati 
andSt.

a Vote on Saturday. 
WASHINGTON, June 5.—In the house, Mr. 


perted a resolution providing that the house 
shall proceed immediately to the consideration 
of house bill 5,381 (the silver bill,) and that 
cansideration shall continue until Saturday, at 
3p.m., when the previous question shall be 
considered as ordered. 

The previous question having been ordered 
on resolution, forty minutes’ debate was al- 
lowed. 

Mr. Blount, of Georgia, had no objection to 
the time limited for debate, but he was in- 
formed that the chairman of the committee cn 
coinage, weights and measures, would be al- 
lowed to offer amendments which were ad- 
missible under the rules of the house. When 
hese were offered there would be left no 
opportunity to the minority to _ offer 
amendments ; and there would be 

iven no opportunity on the part of the minor- 
ity. to ask the house to vote on the free coin- 
age of silver. At the republican caucus last 
night there had been much discussion, and it 
Was necessary to whip in the friends of free 
silver by means of this resolution. It was a 
wicked, shameful outrage on the minority. 
There were many men on the other side of the 
chamber who would vote for free silver but 
for fear of the president. The president was 
in accord with the secretary of the treasury, 
and both were in accord with Wall street. In 
the presence of the president and the enemies 
of free coinage, republicans who favored free 
silver were driven to trampling down the rules 
of the house. It was a humiliating sight toan 
American citizen. If the majority and presi- 
dent yielded to the money power, masses of 

eople would hereafter dictate and enforce 
egislation in their interests. 

Mr. Bland said that there was no doubt but 
that a large majority of the house was in favor 
ofthe unlimited coinage of silver. In order to 
prevent that fact from appearing on record, it 
was proposed to gag every democrat in the 
house and many of the republicans. Every 
gentleman who voted for tiis resolution voted 
against free silver. A man who had not man- 
heod and independence enough to stand up 
against the gag rule was an unfit representa- 
tive. 

Mr. Cannon said that the resolution was 
simply a proposition that under the rules of 
the house, the house should proceed at once to 
consider a bill of great interest to the country. 
The minority could offer every amendment to 
the bill that they could under the general rules. 
The minority,which was now clamoring for free 
coinage had held the house in the forty-ninth 
and fiftieth cougress, but had 

assed no. bill for the free coinage. 

hey could not now fool the country, or even 
fool themselves. Mr. Springer said that the 
democratic house had passed a free coinage 
bill, that the senate had limited it, and that 
the house had been obliged to accept that lim- 
itation. It had been vetoed by Mr. Hayes and 
passed over his veto. He wanted to call the 
attention of the country to the fact that the 
situation was this—that no amendment was to 
be offered to the bill except such as niight be 
suggested by the chairman of the committee. 
He denounced the action as one intended to 
prevent representatives of the people from 
carrying out the will of the people. 

Mr. Williams, of Illinois, said that the resoln- 
tion was intended to prevent the majority from 
legislating. He appealed to members on the 
other side, who favored free coinage,to, stand 
by the interests of their people. 

Mr. McKinley said that the resolution was in- 
tended to give the house of representatives an 
opportunity to pass some silver legislation and 
give the country a silver bill, which would be 
in perfect response to the general sentiment of 
the country. It was to give the house an op- 
portunity to pass the bill, whicly would take all 
the silver bullion of the United States and 
utilize it} for monetary purpeses.

SHERMAN ON SILVER, 


The Ohio Senator Against the Free Coinage 
of the Metal. 


Wasuineton, June 5.—Among. the. bills 
reported from. the committee and placed on 
the calendar was the house bill to establish a 
pational military park at the battle-tield of 
Chickamauga. ™ 

The silver bill was taken up and Mr. His- 
cock addressed the senate in opposition to the 
free coinage of silyer. In his judgment, gold 
and silver could not approximate nearer than 
twenty per cent, and he doubted whetlier they 
could approximate nearer than they were at 
present. He favored the bill reported from 
the finance committee by the senator from 
Nevada (Mr. Jones). He could not but feel 
that that senator had made a great mistake in 
disowning its paternity. 

Mr. Sherman said that he had not intended 
to address the senate until there was a practi- 
cal measure before it, because the bill reported 
from the finance committee was only an un- 
easy ghost, wandering without father, without 
compass, Without guide, with no one to call 
for a vote upon it, and no one to demand a so- 
lution of the difficult question. Bat, as he was 
compelled to be absent from the senate cham- 
ber on other important business, he availed 
himself of the present opportunity of saying 
what he had to say now rathe: than at some 
future time. ~ 

He then proceeded to read a written speech 
on the subject. At one point in his speech, 
Mr. Sherman said that the effect of the free 
coinage of silver would be to advance the 
price at once toa parity withgold. Hedenied 
it. Its result would be to demonetize.gold and 
cause gold to be hoarded or exported. The 
free coinage of siver would be a reversal of 
the established policy of the government from 
the beginning. It would limit coinage toa 
single metal, and that silver. As sure as fate, 
silver would (with the free coinage of silvér) 
be the only standard of money in the United 
States. The United States would (if it entered 
an that experiment) detach _ itself 
from the great civilized and Christian nations 
of the world and take its: plaee with China, 
Japan, India and South America. A pound 
sterling would be worth $6 instead of $4.82, 
and the American dollar would be (as in 
colonial times) worth three English shillings, 
or four francs. 

In conclusion, Mr. Sherman said that he 
would yote for any measure that would, in his 
judgment, secure and maintain a_ bi-metaltlic 
standard—one that would not demonetize 
gold nor cause it to be  hoarded 
or exported, but that would establish both gold 
and silver asa common standard, at a tixed 
ratio, not-only in the United States, but in all 
nations of the world. 

The discussion was continued by Messrs. 
Teller, Stewart and Aldrich. 

The bill then went over. Several private 
pension and bridge bills were taken from the 
calendar and passed. Mr. Blair introduced a 
bill to prohibit the exportation of alceholic 
liquors to Africa and islands of the Pacific 
ocean. Referred. 

The senate adjourned.

A BRITISH SCHEME 


ACQUIRE. POSSESSIONS IN 
| AMERICA. 


TO 


SOME STARTLING FACTS REVEALED. 


What the Proposed Filibustering Expedition 
Against Lower California Means—The 
Investigation of the Matter. 


San Francisco, June 4.—A Chronicte’s 
special from San Diego says: The investiga- 
tions being made into the proposed fiilbustering 
expedition against Lower California continue 
to reveal startling facts, and a new phase is 
now put upon the affair. | 

From the evidence furnished by agents of 
the Mexican Land and Colonization company, 
it appears that the president of the company 
had in view a plan to annex the peninsula to 
the Bristish empire, by pursuing the policy 
that was followed by the Eas: India company 
when Great Britain acquired her posses- 
sions in Asia. It was designed 
to colonize Lower California and 
secure concessions from the American govern- 
ment and then to provoke strife and foment 
dissensions, English capital interests would 
then be jeopardized and the intervention of 
the mother country was te be inyoked. In 
proof of this statement of agents of the com- 
pany, documentary evidence has been secured. 
Scott, manager of the com- 
pany, assured the filibmsterors that two 
Euvlish men-of-war would be in the vicinity of 
Ensanada, off the coast, when the republic was 
to be declared. As soon as the deciaration of 
independence of the new government had been 
proclaimed these war vessels were to enter the 
harbor and recognize the new nation. Mr. 
Scoit also stated that a nucleus of anjarmory 
was already in Lower California, stored in the 
ware-house of an English company at 
Ensanada.

_ Such combinations have beer decided by our 
Own supreme court, as early as 1869, to be contrary 
f the common law and to public policy, and sub- 
rsive of the best interests of our people, Judge 
seph E. Brown rendering the decision. The 
me question has been decided by the English 
urts, and by the supreme courts of many of 
@ states of this union, and. all, as far as I 
ave seen, concur with the supreme court of.our 
state. 1 believe it is the diity of the state creating 
& corporation to govern and control it in the in- 
terest of the public, and that she should not sur-

The element of weakness in the pool 
lay in the fact that if they charged 
the public exhorbitant rates their contract 
being contrary to law, and they not being able tw 
enforee it by legal proceéilings, some one of the 
corporations would break the agreement and un- 
dercut rates, and thereby Cesiroy: the pool and 
bring on a war of rates. ‘There never has beena 
serious war of rates that was not intended to 
force some competing road inte the pool, and this 
pooling has »een done by almost all other corpo- 
tations engaged im business. The poo! could and 
can hays but one parpose, and that is to destroy 
competition among corporations, and increase the 
burdens of the individual. ; 

To remedy this element of weakness in the pool 
the trast has been invented, and in order to its 
successful operation it must have another charter, 


which simply provides that it shall have the right. 


to buy and hold and own the stocks of other cor? 
Orations, and this is thd power obtained by the 
tichinond and West Point Terminal company. 
now. dominating the railroads of Gcorgia, 

Such a charter couid not have been obtained in 
Georgia, because it would have been contrary to 
the constitution of this state. .It was obtained m 
the state of Virginia, and seeks 
to do business in Georgia, in spite of 
Georgia's constitution and laws. Under this fonmn 
of charter, they buy a majority of stock of any 
corporation, and thereby secure absolute control 
of stich corporation, antl can do this with as many 
different corporations 2s hes desired.’ Having 
obtained a iaujority of the steck in each corpora- 
t on engaged in any line of busineas, they select 
the officers and managers of each separate corpo- 
ration, and thereby destroy all competition and 
can fix exhorbitant rates. against the public, 
without any fear of ‘any. ‘corporation changing 
such rates. The trust, as. above ex- 
plained, carries. with it the.power} to destroy the 
rights of the minority stockholders in a corpora- 


' tion controiled by it, vy diverting business from 


it or lowering its oe while the btsiness of 
the others is correspondingly increased. 

_ To illustrate, take tiimee parallel and competing 
lines of »railroad, witha trust controlling a ma- 
jority of the stock.. The trust can, by throwing 
the business from one to the other two, so de- 
preciate the revenue of this one as to rob it of 
dividends and sufficient means even to keep 
and maintain its property. Its stock must 
then go do down in value to such a 
point as the trust may. desire. It 
$ then bought by the trust, business thrown back 
on it, and from gnother. Its stock then goes up, 
and the other down, to snch figures as they desire, 
when they take it up, and so, until they have se- 
cured the entire stock of all the roads, and then 
they can fleece the public in one of two ways. 
titner by extort:onate rates, or by diverting the 
freightand business from any given point, de- 
preciate or boom real estate at will.

dissolution follow. It is held accordingly, that the 
corporation procetded against has entered into an 
unlawful combination, aud in so doing has re- 
nounced and abandoned the franchises. This isa 
simple and apeedy,a just and eflicacious, way of 
dealing with corporations; that by action of their 
stockholders, or a majority of them become 
parties toatrust. If it be said that each state 
can react on this proceeding, only the corporation 
itself has created, and that some law, affecting 
non-resident corporations is yet required, it may 
be answered that corporations exercise corporate 
powers outside the state which charter them, bot 


as a matter of right but of comity, and the exten- 


sion of the same principle that recalls the fran- 
chise of a hoine company will withdraw this 
comity trom a foreign company in like guilt. 

The remedy proposed by the “Olive bill” was 
simply to revoke the franchise, or in 
other words, forfeit the charter of 
corporations created by Georgia, who entered 
these forbidden combinations, and to prohibit for- 
eign corporations, not chartered by Georgia, but 
exercising powers of trust, from doing business 
or owning property in the state of Georgia. This 
remedy is not new. It has been the remedy used 
to discipline all corporations Violating their 
charters .in the past. Some of the tools and 
sateliites of monopoly affect great indignation at 
the application of this rémedy, and endeavor to 
mislead the people with the idea that 
it is a confiscation of property. It is not. 
When the charter of.a corporation is forfeited 
the staté does arg fet ns 0 A except to sell the 
saine to a party legally afathorized to buy, and 
hoid the same and then pay out of the money 
arising from the sa!e the Hes s of the corporation, 
and if there be a surpins, pay that pro rata to the 
stockholders, according to the shares of each. 
Every lawyer worthy to practice ifva justice’s court 
knows this to be true. it is the only.remedy that 
can be applied to a corporation. That does not 
confiscate property. In it the state takes 
nothing except the powers she has granted and 
which are used for monopoly and the public in- 
jury. The only ot&er remedy, as punishment or 
prevention, is by a fine which, if the corporation 
pays, is a confiscation te that extent of its prop- 
erty ; and if wrong-doing should be persisted in by 
the corporation iong enough to accomplish the 
purpose sought, must confiscate ali the property 
of the corporation. 

Asa state’s rights democrat, Iam unwilling to 
surrender to any foreign tribunal any right of 
protection the people of Georgia im have, 
and | hope she will never the 
misfortune to haye a legislature that will 
doit.

repeating the same. It is not wise statesmanship 
te create a monopoly, and expect to control it. 
To do thia, is like setting one’s house on fire, to 
show how we may putitout. If we can prevent 
the consolidation of corpyrationa, and ke:p them 
competitive in charter, we need fear ne eyil. 

But I would not.confide the benefits of compe- 
tition to given points or localities._I ldo 
further, and secure its benefits to all -poilicc alia” 
patrons alike withous discrimination. This is not 
Impossible, as the advocates of motepo!y would 
have us believe. Tito remedy is easy aud plain ia 
the law governing public highways: 

Without competition watered stocks and ficti- 
tious Securities can never be eliminated. With 
competition free, they will be elimimated, as I have 
sail before. The Olive bill was an anti-trust bill, 
and applied to al corporations alike, and if it hit 
a railroad trust. its author was not responsible. 

Thus I have briefiy outtined my position on the 
Olive bill,andam ready.to go into any details 
concerning it before the people whose support I 
solicit when I meet thein face to face; and so 
firmly am I fixed in my belief of its recti- 
tude, that I am pericctly willing to stand 
or fallon the principlé fit fnvofves. It was need 
of protection against trusts and vast combina- 
tions of corporate capital that caused our sons of 
toil to bund together tn solid phalanx to over- 
come this growing and dead'y evil, and I bid 
them God-spe2d in their effert. My motives wer»

Believing as € do, that the power Of taxation 
over a peop ls when abuse carries withit the power 
to enslave, lam opposed to itS use for any other 
purpose than the absolute needs of good govern- 
nent require. This leads ine to say that bam, as I 
have ever been since I attained to years of discre- 
tion, opposed to a tariff for any other purpose than 
to raise the necessary revenue tor tor an @onoinical 
administration of. our national government, 
and that it be so levied as will least burden our 
agricultural ana laboring people.

The coinage of gold and silver should both 
be free. but this will not supply the amount 
needed by the people. This would necessitate, 
therefore, the government issuing its notes as full 
legal tenders for public and private debts to 
the necessary amount. In order to do this 
the government must either suspend the collec- 
tion of taxes and pay its current expenses in its 
own notes, commonly called greenbacks, until the 
necessary amount should be in circulation, or re- 
ceive some product on property for the same. 
With our circujating currency as small as it is 
now, to suspend taxes until the necessary amount 
had been issued, would require a number of years. 
The people need more ima:ediate relief than this 
would give. Then, as the government 
dees not now need supplies as it 
did duri the war, it is impracticabe 
for it to a purehaser to the extent 
of piving the necessary relief. It can, therefuret, 
ouly alord it by a loan to the people, secured by 
a piedge of property.

MACON’S WATER SUPPLY. 


It is Diminishing and the Authorities are 
Concerned About It. 

Macon, Ga., June 5.—[Special.]—A very 
serious problem has presented itself for the 
people tosolve. For several months it ‘has 
been evident that Macon’s water supply was 
diminishing. The matter has been kept quiet, 
and only the leading citizens knew of the mat- 
ter. It has now, however, become generally 
whispered, and the matter will have to be 
taken into consideration. 

Today the waterworks company notified 
Mr. Dodd, the gentleman who has charge of 
the street sprinklers, that no more water could 
be spared for that purpose for the present. 

The streets have gone through the day with- 
out the least drop of water on them, and are 
likely to continue in this fix for several days 
tocome. The matteris thus a most serious 
one, resulting, as it will, in a loss of 
hundreds of dollars to the merchants 
in damage to goods. 

It was mentioned in THrk CONSTITUTION a 
few days ago that the waterworks company 
had advanced the price of water service for el- 
evators to $400 per annum, thus lit- 
erally barring the use of the water for this 
purpose. Itis now generally understood that 
this step became necessary through rapid di- 
minishing of the water supply. 

These two circumstances combined, go to 
show that the management is trying to 
avoid anything like a water famine by cutting 
off all consumption of water other than for 
domestic use. 

There is already on foot a movement to es- 
tablish another system of waterworks, and it 
will undoubtedly be carried through. It 
would, at least, be a profitable and 
timely investment for some one to pro- 
vide water for street and niachinery purposes. 

Macon’s water stands without an equal in 
any cityin the south, and it is not at all 
pleasant to think of the supply diminishing. 

The waterworks company is_ increasing 
the number of springs, and is doing all in 
its power to prevent any trouble.

$0 SAYS THE “NEW YORK WORLD.” 


Mr. Wm. Shaw Bowen Visits New Orleans 


and Gives a Graphic Account of What He 
Saw in the Creole City—Pen. Pictures of 
Generals Beauregard and Early—Their 
Supervision, Says Mr. Bowen, is an Abso- 
lute Guarantee of Good Faith.

“T saw him first, 
following circumstances :” 

When the Confederate Army overran a portion 
of Maryland the sensation at Washington sug- 
gested the probable feelings of the Romans when 
the hordes of Attila poured in tremendous tide 
into the territory of the re empire. The 
National capital was threatencd. Anarmy Corps 
appeared before the north side of the city, and 
skirmishin went on beneath the fortifications. 
The anaed pickets were stationed within sight 
of the unfinished dome of the capitol. 

Engaged in especial work, I endeavored to pass 
from a point in the vicinity of Fredericksburg, in 
Maryland, to the Chain Bridge, above George- 
town. The task was perilous. If captured by 
the Confederates my life would have undoubtedly 

aid forfeit. For two days I lay concealed in 

orests and in low underbrush, moving cautiously 
by night and avoiding camp-fires and wagon 
trains. The sun had just gone down behind the 
blue Virginia hills when I endeavored to cross 
the high road between Point of Rocks aud George- 
town. All was still, although the road had been 
traversed within an hour by the supply wagons 
and small detachments of the enemy. I paused 
as I stood among the low shrubbery which flanked 
the way, intending to proceed along it, trust- 
ing to eyes and ears to escape daager. The rattle 
of military accoutrements was heard. Quickly I 
fell back into the thicket, and, lying close to 
mother earth, I watchtd the passing cavalcade, 
Two troopers, arrayed in rusty gray homespun 
uniforms, with clumsy yellow facings, and mnounte 
on very fair horses, led the van. ‘The men carried 
Uncle Samuel’s sabres slung from their waist- 
belts and their slouch hats flapped over their eyes 
with the motions of their steeds. 

Next caine a commanding figure on horse-back. 
A tall, thick-set man in plain gray rode beside a 
subordinate officer, with whom he conversed. His 
bearing was intensely military, notwithstanding 
his shoulders were slightly rounded. The face 
was a martial one, fierce and energetic. Keen 
eyes gleamed beneath bushy, overhanging brows, 
and the mouth was firm and positive. The in- 
signia on the coat collar,which was seen as plainly 
as is the paper on which | write, told me that 
the warrior who passed as it were in review was 
a Lieutenant-General in the Army of the Confed- 
eracy. I recall the thoughts which crowded 
through my brain as I lay prone on the mossy 
earth. You could, I fancy, have heard my heart 
thump against its pericardium and even cause 
shocks to the ground, with-which it was in close 
contact, as I gazed with stoney eyes on the rebel 
Genera! and bis suite. The story which the aide- 
de-camp was in the act of relatmg must have been 
a humorous one, for the sun-browned, saturnine 
countenance of the commander relaxed into a 
smile as his horse bore him out of sight. Some 
dilapidated-looking Virginia troops followed— 
tough, weather-beaten fellows, who carried all 
manner of traps and plunder at their saddle vows. 
One of them said something about a street In 
Lynchburg, and a comrade laughed. In a couple 
of minutes the clatter of sabres died away in the 
distance. 

The officer of high rank was Lieut.-Gen. Jubal 
A. Early, the brave soldier, not a military strate- 
gist, but bold and indefatigable in the execution 
of orders in the field. It was “Old Jubal,” the 
warrior. 

With this striking pen picture of Gen. Early as 
seen some years ago, Mr. Bowen fairly comes down 
tothe subjectinhand: .- 

On Tuesday, March lith, Isat in the balcony of 
the Academy of Music at New Orleans and beheld 
aspectacie whichin one sense was almost as in- 
teresting as the dangerous military episode of 
the far-back war days. The superfluous scenery 
was cleared away 80 aS to expose the entire stage 


} area. An immense drum of mahogany, with 


glass in place of the conventional sheepskin, was 
poised on an axle passing through its center ona 
wooden standard. The axle protruded from the 
giass heads on either side, and ended in a crank 
of iron with a wooden handle. The diameter of 
the drum was about five feet, and from head to 
head the distance was apparently one-half the 
diameter. fA trap-door ten inches square was 
formed in the circumference. 

On the opposite side of the stage, and resting on 
a standard above the green cloth, was a smaller 
wheel. It was a highly polished, brazen affair, 
with plate-gass heads. Through the latter an axle 
ran, but, untike the large drum, there were no 
cranks. Asmalltrap, about six inches square, 
appeared in the periphery. Several chairs stood 
in the center of the stage in the rear of the mech- 
anisms above described. 

By the side of the first drum stood a white- 
headed old man. He was of large stature, but the 
progress of years weighed heavily upon him and his 
shoulders were bent soas to throw his flori®face, 
with its full white hirsute covering, forward to- 
wards the floor. Gray blue eyes, fierce and pene- 
trating, gleamed beneath bushy, overhangin 
brows. A suit of Confederate gray clothing, wel 
cut and neat, covered the aged man. He paused 
a moment, with one hand resting on the great 
mahogany drum. Throwing his head back, he 
swept his eyes cursorily over the eager assemblage 
before him. I had seen that marked countenance 
before. It was the ex-Confederate warrior, Lieut.- 
Gen. Early. 

At 10:45 o’clock another historic personage ap- 

ared onthe scene. He was cladin black, and a 

andsome face crowned by snow white, closely 
cropped hair was poised proudly above an elegauit, 
dignified form. His shaven cheeks were cold, 
his eyes were cold, his countenance of the Gallic 
cast, was impassive. You might easily mistake 
him for a commander of a French Corps d’ Armee 
in mufti. : 

Then followed some faeetious remarks on the 
part of Mr. Bowen, comparing Generals Beaure- 
gard and Early to “Croupiers,” which, though 
vivacious, out of respect to these gentiemen, as 
we!l as for lack of space, we necessarily omit from 
our digest. 

Two small boys in knickerbockers took their 
places, one by the Jarge drum and one by the 
small brass wheel. With the utmost solemnity 
Gen. Early proceeded to blindfold the boy beside 
him. Located near the brazen drum Gen. Beau- 
regard, with corresponding gravity, tied a white 
handkerchief over the eyes of his juvenile assist- 
Several white canvas sacks were placed near 
the great wheel. The contents of each sack as- 
sumed the buik of a bushel of grain. The gath- 
ered neck of each sack was tightly tied with a 
cord, over which a strip of white paper was drawn 
and sealed with red wax. Gen. Early carefuliv 
broke the seal of one sack and poured the con- 
tents through the trap-door opening into the 
great wheel. There was a rattling sound and a 
heap of small white and black cylinders appeared 
through the glass side of the bottom of the drum. 
One sack after the other was emptied until the 
little cylinders filled the drum exactly half full. 
In other words, a drum, five feet in diameter and

| two feet six inches along its axis, contained the 


contents of the canvas sacks, in bulk two feet six 
inches deep at the thickest part. After closing 
the door Gen. Early motioned to two negroes who 
stood in the wings. They approachid, one on each 
side of the drum, and by the axle cranks they 
slowly revolved it three times. Then they reversed 
the action and turned the drum three times m the 
opposite direction. The little black and white 
cylinders rattled merrily as they whirled about. 
Then the negroes returned to their places in the 
On the other extremity a scene almost identicai 
was enacted. There was, however, only a single 
canvas sack—a — yar came yt were no sable 
assistants to turn brazen ~ Gen. 8 
rd poured the contents—in little Mogure 
and whirled A 
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pest of massive Gallic battalions on 

‘halons. As the co-manager of the 

State Lottery, Gen. Beauregard does not bury his 

historic identity. 
A buzz was heard on the floor and men and 

women looked about them to ascertain if any per- 

son present held the ticket bearing the lucky 


number. 

At exactly 12-30 o'clock, Gen. Early unrolled a 
slip of Pp and called “esa pte mgt snes 
regar e of the green ¢ ca : 
€300,000." . The audience remained still as death 
for a moment; then a sound of a murmur ex- 
pressive of disgust went up and half of those 

resent hastened out of the theatre. Every ticket 

older could not by any manner of arithmetical 
computation draw the great prize, but the holder 
apparently thought that his piece of paper ought 
to have borne the lucky number; hence his wrath 
The subsequent proceedings were no longer inter- 
esting. One by one the numbers were called and 
one by one the numbers in the small drum were 
read off. Finally the last of the cylinders were 
removed from the latter and the monthly drawing 
was at an end. ; 

Mr. Bowen has this to say about the executive 
department of the Louisiana State Lottery: 

he lottery building on St. Charlies sireet is a 
lain affair of white marble. It is three steries 
igh, of the Italian order of architecture, and is 

mounted on a dark granite basement. Ins:de the 
lower floor contains several offices, and there isa 
central room which suggests a bank. Everythin 
is extremely qniet and unobtrusive. Here Dr. M. 
A. Dauphin, the president, conducts the details 
of the vast machinery. He is purely an executive 
officer and is now in extremely delicate health. 

The business of the lottery has been referred to 
as enormous. I am enabled to give some statis- 
tics on this point which connot fail to prove in- 
teresting. The letters received and out-going 
belonging to the Louisiana Lottery through the 
“pits Orleans post-office are approximately as fol- 
ows: 

Daily average received, 5,800; daily average sent 
out 11,000; daily average registered letters re- 
— 2,800 ; daily average postal orders received, 

,600. 

A representative of the New Orleans National 
Bank, with an assistant, is stationed in the post- 
office to look afterthe 3,000 registered letters. 
Nearly 45 per cent. of the entire business of the 
post-office is derived from the lottery. 

There is a constant complaint that letters ad- 
dressed to Dauphin and to the New Orieans 
National Bank are broken open and robbed by 
postal clerks and employes. The postal inspec- 
tors are kept busy investigating these cases. The 
temptation to commit crime is of course great. 
Those who handle the mails on the various routes 
leading into New Orleans understand very well 
that letters addressed to M. A. ogee probably 
contain loose bank bills. They also are keenly 
alive to the fact that the almost innumerable 
registered letters going to the banks contain 
money for the lottery. 

The Post-master at New Orleans has more 
trouble on account of the letter robbing than all 
else. Recently the vigilance of the inspectors bas 
materiallv diminished the thefts. 

Ujoa th* vital question, whether or not the 
drawings o! the Louisiana State Lottery Company 
are fair and honest, and in accordance with the 
advertisement of the Company to the public, Mr. 
Rowen is very explicit. is testimony, coming 
as it does from an adverse source, will be con- 
clusive to any fair-minded person. 

The mostimportant problem connected with the 
lottery which I endearored to solve was the ques- 
tion of the fairness of its drawings. It was with 
the hope that fraud could be discovered that I 
spent inuch time and labor in striving to trace 
trickery. There are two ways by which the Com- 
pany could swindle its customers. The first is by 
placing a greater quantity of numbers in the large 
wheel than the scheme calls for. The number of 
tickets in a monthly drawing is 100,000 There are 
100,000 tickets placed in the large wheel, against 
which are drawn 840 tickets bearing on each the 
amount of a prize. If the number of tickets 


‘ — in the large wheel were increased 5,000, 


,000, 10,000 or even 20.000 the chances of ticket 
dagen oo to draw a prize would be correspond- 
ngly diminished. 

The tickets contained in the little rubber cylin- 
ders which are brought in sealed bags and pub- 
licly deposited in the large wheel, might be in- 
creased in number prior to their removal from 
the lottery office. If so, the fraud would be com- 
plete. But there are two reasons why this is not 
done. The two Generals have allowed themselves 
to become the conductors of a gambling scheme, 
but I could not find an enemy of the lottery who 
would admit that either old Jubal Early or Gen. 
Beauregard would countenance fraud or permit 
cheatiny te be*carried on. The contents of the 
sacks are sealed by them and no one but them- 
selves have access to the tiekets. Fraud could not, 
in all probability, be committed without their 
sanction, 

It would be difficult to increase the number of 
tickets in the wheel to any considerable amount 
without attracting the attention of the regular 
frequenters of the drawings. The wheel with its 
eer sides stands in plain and easy sight. The 
ittle cylinders, each containing a ticket, occupy a 
given space initsinterior. The addition of 1,000 
tickets would raise the contents above the famil- 
iar line they attain at every drawing. 

The second way by which fraud might be prac- 
ticed would be for Gens. Karly and Beauregard to 
practice that which the fancy reeognize as 
‘“palming.”” They could dispose of the several 
sreat prizes in the interest of the Company as 

ollows: At a given signal old Jubal could 

adroitiy substitute a cylinder which he carried 
about his person, for the one handed to him by 
the blind folded boy and taken by the latter from 
the large wheel. Simultaneously Gen. Beaure- 
gard could, by the fame maneuver, substitute a 
cylinder for the one drawn from the brass or 
prize whee’. The $300,000 could thus be disposed 
of and the number of the ticket so fraudu ently 
drawn would correspond with a ticket retained 
by the lottery. 

That anything of the kind occurs I do not fora 
moment believe. I watched the hands of old Jubal 
and of his confrere when the capital prize was 
drawn, and there wag not the slightest shadow of 
a doult in the proceedings. The boys drew out 
the cylinders and Beauregard and Early took 
them with the tips of their fingers. They unrolled 
— tickets in plain sight and called out the num- 

rs.

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STORY OF THE PARTING. 
A Correspondent’s Account of Bismarck’s 
Last Audience With the Emperor. 

The Berlin correspondent of the Moscow Wiedo - 
mosti has given his paper the details of Bis- 
marck’s parting audience with Emperor William 
If. His story is quite new and derived from the 
highest authority at the Berlin court, says the 
Vienna Neue Freie Presse. Prince Bismarck en- 
tered the palace at the hour set by the emperor. 
The emperor was out. Fifteen minutss later he 
drove up to the palace and alighted. As Bismarck 
waited in the ante-chamber he remarked to an ad- 
jutant on duty there: ‘“Yes,yes,a man must learn 
to adapt himself to circumstances. Never before, 
eyen when the emperor was ill, have I had to do 
ante-chamber duty. Now lain getting a taste of 
it.” When the emperor was ready Bismarck was 
summoned to him. The ex-chancellor remained 
standing amomenton the threshold of the im- 
perial chamber to say that he had come to present 
himself as the new-made field marshal of the Ger- 
manarmy. The emperor reached him his hand 
and motioned him to a seat. 

‘“‘T have heard that you wish to refuse the title 
of duke of Lauenburg,” said the emperor. 

“Yes, your majesty.” 

“IT can not permit it. Torefuse a title that I 
wish to confer on you to your honor is an insult to 
me. I wish to raise, not lower you.”’ 

“I am thankful to your majesty for your 
graciousness, but neyertheless request that you 
excuse me from accepting the title.” 

With the idea-that Prince Bismarck declined the 
title for fear his wealth was not sufficient to sup- 
port it becomingly, the emperor expressed his 
willingness tov increase the prince’s income to the 
size required by the new honor. Bismarck per- 
sisted in his refusal, Then the emperor sprang 
from his seatand cried: “I wish to make you 
great. Thliat is all.” 

“You can not make my name greater than it is,”’ 
was the answer, 

After a short panse the emperor added, with ill- 
concealed yexation: ‘But, don’t you see, your 
refusal will spread the impression that you retired 
unwillingly—that there has been trouble between 
us?” ; 
‘Iam not responsible for that.” 

* Moreover, the majority of the newspapers are 
trying to create a popular misapprehension of the 
cause of your retirement.” 

“I cannot helpit. I have no power to make the 
press do otherwise. The press is free, and is 
taking advantage of this freedom to heap on me 
the cearseast insults.” 

The emperor was silent. Bismarck asked rer- 
inission to take his leave, and thanked the empe- 
ror for the kindness shown him by the emperor’s 
ancestors and the emperor himself. The emperor

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A CONVICT GAINS POSSESSION OF 4 


GUN, ‘3 


And Knowing that His Employer Had 
Money, Ordered Him to Hold Up His 
Hands—The Shooting Match. 


Covincton, Ga., June 5.—{Special.}—On 
yesterday Mr. M. W. Fiemister, of this 
county, was shot and severely wounded bya 
convict who has been working for him. The 
circumstances of the shooting were as follows: 

Mr. Flemister uses convicts in working his’ 
farm and on yesterday had four convicts at. 
work, and among them was the negro who. 
subsequently shot him. This negro is “a 
trusty” and Mr. Flemister sent him for his 
bridle, telling him to catch his horse for ‘him. 
The negro went into a house where the bridle 
was and where, it seems, Mr. Flemister had 
left his gun. The negro soon came out of the 
house with the gun in his hands, and at once 
ordered Mr. Flemister to throw down his pock- 
et-book and throw up his hands. This Mr. 
F lemister failed to do, and started to run off 
to avoid being shot. 

THE NEGRO FIRED. 

He ran about twenty steps, and was about 
forty steps from the negro, when the latter 
fired on him, the load taking effect in his side. 
He still continued to run, and managed to es- 
cape the negro, who then ran off and has not 
yet been captured. The gun was loaded with 
duck-shot, and about fifteen or twenty have 
been extracted from Mr. Flemister’s person. 
Although his wounds are painful, they are not 
considered dangerous. 

THE NEGRO IS DANGEROUS. 

The negro is a convict whom 
Mr. Flemister obtained from the county au- 
thorities of Butts.county, but I have been un- 
able to ascertain his name. At the time of 
the shooting Mr. Flemister had on his person 
about one hundred dollars, which was in 4 
large pocket-book, and eight shot passed 
through this pocket-book. 

Mr. Flemister is one of our most respectable 
farmers, and has the hearty sympathy of the 
community in his misfortune. It is reported

Spinning Ramie Fibre. 

The Boston Herald prints a dispatch from 
Providence, Rhode Island, in regard to a 
recent discovery in the decortication of 
ramie. The dispatch calls it ‘rama,’ a 
term that suggests in a vague way trans- 
cendentalism and baked beans. ‘*Ramie’’ is 
a good enough name to those who are famil- 
iar with the growth and habits of the plant. 

The interest of the Providence dispatch 
lies in the statement it makes, to the effect 
that Mr. Thomas Mabbet, of that city, has 
discovered a method of converting the ramie 
libre, which is a beautiful textile, into a 
shape fit for carding and spinning. ‘There 
have been two treubles with ramie. The 
fibre has been utilized for thousands of years, 
but it has been produced by hand, in a 
clumsy and tedious way. The first difficulty 
encountered in giving the textile commer- 
cial uses and value in this country was the 
lack of acheap and convenient method of 
decorticating the plant. Various machines 
have been invented for that purpose, but 
none of them, so far as we know, have met 
the wishes of the public. It was left to Mr. 
Walter Forbes, of Atianta, to invent acheap 
chemical process of decortication, which 
does its work in an incredibly short space of 
time, and preserves the fiber in most beauti- 
ful shape. The fiber, however, is not in a 
shape for carding and spinning. It can be 
used in that way by manipulating and 
mixing it with cotton, but this did not obvi- 
ate the difficulty. It is true, the fibre is 
commercially valuable, but its value would 
be more than doubled if it could be carded 
and spun. 

This is the difficulty that, according to the 
Providence dispatch, has been overcome by 
Mr. ‘Thomas Mabbett, of that city. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Mabbett, he solved the problem 
within five minutes after he saw the sample 
of ramie fibre. He has already spun _ 2,000 _ 
pounds of varn,_-The process is a secret as 


“yet, but the carding and spinning are done 


on ordinary wool machines, after an inex- 
pensive change to suit the nature of the new 
demands. 

In the Providence dispatch there is a 
vague suggestion that ramie can be grown in 
the south. Asa matter of fact, it has been 
grown in the south for years, and there is 
one extensive plantation of it in Louisiana. 
The plant will flourish wherever cotton 
grows, and will produce from three to four 
crops, its growth and habits being somewhat 


similar to those of lucerne or alfalfa,

Alien Ownership of American Lands. 

A bill to prohibit aliens from acquiring 
titles to or owning lands in this country has 
been reported by the judiciary committee of 
the house. The committee makes no com- 
ment on the bill, simply reporting it back to 
the house. 

The bill, however, is a very important 
one, and it is based on one of the essential 
principles that underlie our institutions. 
The measure before the house provides that 
no person nota citizen of this country shall 
own a greater interest in land anywhere in 
the United States than a leasehold of five 
years. 

It has been suggested that the bill will be 
opposed on the floor of the house by many 
members who sympathize with the intention 
of the proposed law, but who have doubts as 
to its constitutionality. They are not cer- 
tain, it seems, that congress has the power 
to decide who shall and who shall not own 
lands within the jurisdiction of the several] 
states. Some of the members are of the 
opinion that this power belongs to the states 
exclusively. 

On the other hand, the advocates of the 
bill claim that congress has the same right 
to make such a law that it has to regulate 
immigration to this country—as, for in- 
stance, the law excluding the Chinese. 


“There are plausible arguments on both 


sides, but we have seen no plausible argu- 
ments against the spirit and intention of the 
bill.

** You see,” said the gambler, going to a drawer 
and extracting a garment, “this is a chamois-skin 
vest made to go next tothe skin. Over this the 
armor is worn and then your ordinary garments 
are placed above, It doesn’t impede: a man’s mo- 
tions in the slightest and the links are so fine that 
no rattling can be heard, notwithstanding the mo- — 
tions made by the body. It cost me $250 and it is 
worth every cent I paid.” 

Further investigation showed that the armor 
was serviceable. The gambler, spreading the shirt 
on\a table, took along dirk from a drawer and, 
raising the knife to the height of his arm, brought 
it down with all his foree upon the tiny links. 
The point of the knife snapped off cleanly, ana a 
minute examination of the shirt could not dis- 
cover a single dent. The rosewood table bore just a 
scratch, evidently owing to a movement of the 
shirt when struck. 

At the private detective offices it was admitted 
that a few of these garments were kept on hand 
forthe operatives to use when a particularly.

I tind the existing laws of master and servant 
inadequate to jWstice in the present state of in- 
dustries and enterprises, and the immense num- 
ber of middie men and employes. The most of 
these laws have come down to us from a time 
when they were made fora farmer and his crop- 
pers; for a blacksmith and his strikers; fora boss 
mechanic, and his few journeymen; for a mer- 
chant,and his few clerks; and for a house-holder 
and his few domestics. The courts find great 
difficulty in applying these old laws to present 
cases, and the result is either the courts haye to 
expound the law in such manner as savors ot leg- 
islation or plain justice has to be defeated—gross 
wrongs to be sanctioned. 

Our law of homicide should be revised, 80 to 
eliminate that called manslaughter, or differently 
define what momslaughter is, so as to make it pos- 
tible. There iSiy be cases of voluntary man- 
Slaughter, for according to the letter and 
spirit of the present law, it is, withivery few ex- 
ceptions, either murder, justifiable homicide or 
involuntary manslaughter. There should be murder 
in thefirstand second degree, and distinctiy de- 
fined, as there is in most of the states. 

If to kill one for violating the marital rights is 
justifiable homicide, instead of manslaughter (as 
It va3 by the common law), because it “stands on 
the same footing of reason and justice’’as the other 
grounds of self-defense set forth in the code, the 
legislature should so say and declare the circum- 
stances of justification, not leaving it (as it is) to 
the judgment, or caprice of every fury. 

e should have a law efining what 
shall constitute an assault with intent to murder. 
The present law restricts it fo “the use of a 
weapen likely to produce death,’ whereas, it is 
well known there may be such an intent without 
the use of such a weapon, and so our courts have 
held. That should not be left to judicial construc- 
tion, which should be a legislative declaration. It 
should be further declared, if a weapon likely to 
produce death is used, to what extent it is evi- 
dence of an intent to murder. 

There should be no appeals from the justice’s 
court toa jury in the superior court. Such ap- 
peals, and as they are now warranted by consent, 
amounts to giving the superior court original ju- 
risdiction iujcases from fifty to one hundred dol- 
rars—-They should all come to the superior court 
by certiorari. Every judge who has tried such 
cases, involving, perhaps, not more than sixty dol- 
lars, can feelingly tell how they take just as much 
time as ifthe amount involved was a thousand 
dollars, and how they obstruct the important bus- } 
iness of the court, both civil and icriminal. The 
idea of taking twelve “upright and intelligent” 
male citizens to try such small cases is ab- 
surd and the enormous extra court expenses 
they entail, is a wrong to the tax-payers. In fact 
it may be said that twelve jurors are more than 
are needed in civil cases. Five jurors, with the 
proper qualifications, can pass upon the issue bet- 
ter than twelve, especially when the twelve are 
selected without any regard to their special quali- 
fication for such work. Occasionally haye I tried 
cases before a jury of twelve men, when there was 
not a juror competent to calenlate the amount due

In criminal cases itis likely the time will never 
be reached, and should not be, when less than 
twelve jurors will be deemed competent to pass 
upon a felony, but to require. the concurrence of

In every strongly contested case there is 
a probability of from one to three men getting on 
the jury who go on with a determination to find 
the deiendant guilty, or not guilty, no matter 
what the evidence or law is. Therefore, two- 
thirds or three-fourths of the body should be 
conpetent to render a_ verdict. If the 
the verdict is in favor of the accused he goes free. 
If against him, and it should be a wrong verdict, 
he is safe in the hands of the presiding judge, and 
if not, he has ftis appeal to the supreme court. 
The power of a court of appeal should be given

: The administration of law is not a commodity 
which can be measured with a tape-line, or 
weighed with the scales of an apothecary. The 
rights of the state and of her citizens in their 
lives, liberty and property are too sacred for that. 
The true test of the resnit of every issue, is the 
justice it accomplishes. It should be superior to 
every other consideration concerning or affecting 
the citizen. No nation or state can permanently 
endure which does not make justice the founda- 
tion of its legal and political polity. In the lan- 
guage of George Williain Curtis, “the old empires 
fell, because the governors forgot to ret justice 
into their governments.”” Therefore, 1 close with 
an earnest plea for justice. It is not only indis- 
pensable in all legal controversies, but affords a 
remedy for our social and political troubles, if 
every citizen, of every race, would resolve to goy- 
ern his conduct by its dictates.

ARE THEY TO BE TREATED BY THE 
COMM MISSION AS ONE SYSTEM? 


The Presidents of the Terminal Roads Cited 
to Appear Kefore the Commission on 
the 24th of . June. 


The railroad commissioner of the state has 
taken hold of the Terminal. 


This action was made public yesterday morn- 


ing, but it remains for Tue. Coystiruaien to 
make the first announcement. 

The presidents of the Richmond and Dan- 
ville and the Georgia Pacific and the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Gi org-a and the Cen- 
tral have been cited to show cause, on the 24th 
of this month, why tliey “should not come un- 
der the operations of 1@’e 1, governing the 


transportation of freight.”’ ; 
That rule reads: ‘‘Ajl connecting railroads, 


whieh are under the management and control, 
by lease, ownership or otherwise, if one and 
the same company, shall for purposes of trans- 
portation, in applying this tariff, be considered 
as constituting but one and the same road, and 
the rates shall be computed as upon parts of 
one and the same road, unless otherwise speci- 
fied.’’ oe 
. "The importance of the matter can be séen at 
a glance. - aes 
Are the East Tennessee, the Central, the 
tichmond and Danville, and the Georgia Pa- 
cific to be considered as parts of the same read ? 
Mr. John H. Inmap, the president of the 
tichmond and West Point Terminal and 
‘Ware-house company, has also been cited to 
appear. 
_ .The question is one seriously affecting the 
revenue of the roads. To consider them as 
one system, is to materially lower the rate. 


Commissioner Thomas H. Carter, of the ’ 


Southern Railway and Steamship assoctation, 
knows, better than any one else, perhaps, the 
real status of these roads towards each other. 

“My answer would be,” said he, “that the 
reads ate under entirely. separate _manage- 
ments. There is justas much jealousy and 
rivalry between the East Tennessee and. the 
Central.as between any two roadsin the. asso- 
ciation. So*with all the Terminal roads. 
Each is left entirely independent in its man- 
agement, except, of course, the Georgia Pa- 
cific, which is a division of the Richmond and 
Danville, It may be true that the same men 
hold a majority of the stock in each of all 
these roads, but to all practical intents and 
purposes they are separate roads under differ- 
ent managements.”’ 

But then will the railroad commission take 
that view of it? 


THE ALDERMANIC BOARD. 


It Meets Yesterday and Approves the Open- 
ing of Loyd Street. 

The aldermanic board held a regular meet- 
ing inthe mayor’s office yesterday afternoon. 

Street work and the renumbering of the 
houses of the city occupied the board’s atten- 
tion. ’ 

The opening of Loyd street was the most im- 
portant of the street work. 

It was decided to confirm the council’s 
action providing for the opening 
of Loyd street from its present 
termints at Fair street to Crumley street. The 
work will cost $8,300. Hands will be put on 
the street at once, and the opening effected 
without delay. 

Then the renumbe-ing of the streets. 

The council's action recommending this was 
approved in part and rejected in part. It was 
the sentiment of the board that the renumber- 
ing was needed and needed badly. 

But there were some details relative to the 
expense of the plan proposed by the council 
that did not meet the idea of the aldermen. 

So the ordinance will go back to the council 
for ratification of the board’s amendment. 

There was a great deal of discussion about 
the centenary system of numbering, as used 
in most all large cities. The council did not 
provide that this system should be used, be- 
cause it was believed by that body that it 
would be impracticable in Atlanta on account 
of the irregularity of the squares and streets. 

Since the ordinance was passed new light 
has been thrown on the centenary plan, and 
now among councilmen there is talk of recon- 
sideration of the ordinance when it comes up 
again. If it is re-considered, the centenary 
system,which City Engineer Clayton highly en- 
dorses as not only the best and most practicable, 
but also the least expensive will be substituted 
for the one recommended—ihe twenty-five foot 
system. 

The renumbering of the streets 
a very important thing. Unless it 
carried out right the work 
all have to be done over again in a few vears. 

The plan to be used as now ‘provided by the 
ordinance is for a number to every twenty-five 
feet front. This, the aldermanic board thought 
would be expensive. 

The centenary plan provides for one hun- 
dred numbers to each block, no matter how 
small. It is used in Washington and in most 
all the large cities, and itsadoption for Atlanta, 
as the best ofall the systems, is being seriously 
considered by some council members who have 
been investigating the question.

HE COMES BACK TO ATLANTA AND 
GIVES BOND. 


The Pastor of the Kast Atianta Baptist 
Church Who is Charged With ~ 
Wife- Beating. 


Rev. Thomas E. McCutchen, the pastor o 
the East Atlanta Baptist church, who left the 
city suddenly last Thursday, is in Atlanta 
again. 


He left a few hours after a warrant charging | 


him with wife-beating had been sworn out 
against him before Judge Manning, and re- 
turned Wednesday onan afternoon train. 

tev. McCutchen has been in Social Circle 
during his absence, spending the time with an 
aunt, he says. 

The public is familiar with the swearing out 
of the warrant last week by Mrs. McCutchen, 
at the the time the story appeared in Tue Con- 
STITUTION. 

In brief, Mrs. McCutchen charged that her 
husband had slapped her, and otherwise cruelly 
treated her. Mr. McCutchen being a minister 

.of the gospel. pastor of the East Atlanta Bap- 
tist church, made the charge somewhat sensa- 
tional. 

The same day the warrant was sworn out, 
before it was served, McCutchen left the city. 
In an interview his wife referred to him as a 
fugitive from justice, along with a long list of 
other uncomplimentary aliusions touching his 
character and treatment of her. Shecalled him 
a hypocrite and a crazy fanaticist. 

Since the swearing out of the warrant and 

‘ev. McCutchen’s disappearance, nothing 
has been heard of him until yesterday. 

Tuesday Mrs. MeOutchen went~ before Or- 
dinary Calhoun and took the pony homestead. 
She then proceeded to sell Rev. MeCutchen’s 
library and other household goods. One of 
McCutchen’s flock heard of this, and at once 
sent him word of what was going on. 

McCutchen took the first train for Atlanta. 
On his arrival here he went to Judge Manning 
and gave aone hundred dollar bond for his ap- 
pearance. Last night he slept at the home of 
Mr. Bryan, not a block from his wife and his 
home. 

He says there was no call for the sale of his 
_books, as he left his wife and children com- 
fortably provided for when he went away. 
There was both meat and bread in the house, 
and he says his books were sold through 
malice. 

There isalong story of domestic troub'e 
leading up to the swearing out of the wife- 
beating warrant. 

Rey. McCutchen and his wife have been 
married about eight years, and are the parents 
of two children. 

A year ago they separated, the wife going to 
her people in Kentucky. A. reconciliation 
was affected, but since then everything but 
peaceand harmony has reigned in the Mc- 
Cutchen household. The husband says he has 
been the sufferer instead of his wife, and that 
his life has been frequently threatened. In 
fact, that on account of his personal safety he 
was compelled to leave the city when he did a 
week ago. 

Immediately after his arrival in the city 
Rev. Mr. McCutchen was seen at the residence 
of Mr. Bryan on Howell street. e 

‘*I want you to say,”’ hesaid, ‘that the re 
portin this afternoon’s paper did not do me 
justice—I wrote the statement myself, but it 
was altered and cut so that it misrepresented 
mé in many important matters.”’ 

“Do you desire to live with your wife 
again ?”’ 

‘No, sir, I wish her allthe good but can 
never live with her again. My life would-be 
in danger.”’ -- 

“70W about the quarrel that caused her to 
swear out the warrant against you. Did you 
strike her?” * 

“Yes, I slapped her twice, turning her over 
my knee. 

‘If Mrs. McCutchen’s hand was in any wise 
bruised, as she stated, it was caused from the 
blows she gave m@ on my head. At the time 
of the quarrel I had gone to bed. She was 
rummaging about the room, and finally|began 
beating our little girl, who had got up and was 
fretting. I thought it most too much, and so 
got up and sat on the bed, throwing my arms 
around the child for protection. 

‘*‘My wife fejl on me and began beating me, 
and while I sat up in bed, drew her over my 
feet, held her hands and siapped her twice. 
The number of licks I received from her I 
cannot state, but I got enough. 

“While this was going on, she said: ‘I 
have you just where I have hoped to get you. 
You havg whipped me and I will put you 
where I can’t see you again. Andif you ever 
come here again I will kill you.’ 

‘This is not the first time I have received a 
blow from her hand. 

‘‘At once the alarm was given to the neigh- 
bors. This was between 10-and 12 o'clock at 
night. She told them that I had whipped 
her. She did not come back, and I got up and 
went tomy mother’s. house. In the morning I 
packed my valise and left for my aunt’s, at 
Social Circle, where I have been sick in bed 
ever since. I have with mea written certifi- 
cate, showing how ill Il was when I reached 
her home.”’ 

Rev. McCutchen says there is something. be- 
hind his wife’s actions more than has ever 
been known. But he refuses to give any clue 
to what his “‘soamething”’ is. 

The trial is booked for this afternoon before 
Judge Manning. 

MRS. M’CUTCHEN. 

A reporter called at the home of Mrs. Mc- 
Cutchen after Mr. McCutelhen had been seen. 

Mrs. McCutchen declined to answer any and 
all questions about the trouble, Her father, 
Mr. S. W. Richardson, of Lewistown, Ky., 
reached At'anta Tuesday evening, apd, ha; 
been at the McGutchen home since then. 

He said that on the trial the facts concern- 
ing the conduct of his daughter’s husband 
would come out. They were willing to abide 
the decision of the law, and had nething to 
say. until the time of the trial. 

THE CASE POSTPONED. 

Rev. Mr. McCutchen, being held, under a 
$100 bond to appear before Judge Manning 
yesterday at 3 o’clock, was prompt in making 
his appearance. 

His attorneys, Messrs. Cox and Reed, asked 
for a postponement of the case until Saturday, 
which was granted by Judge Manning. 

It is understcod that there is a possibility of 
a settlement of the case, Mrs. McCutchen de- 
siting to sue for a divorce. 

Mr. McCutchen is not exactly wiling te an- 
pear as a party toasuit of that kind, but the 
case may be taken out of the courts and ad- 
justed in a manner satisfactory to all parties. 


Mr. McCutchen expresses a willingness — to 
do all in his power to stop the matter where it 


is. at; and save himself and his family. any 
further mortification.

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ALABAMA'S NABOBS 


WHO SPORT OVER A MILLION IN 
CASH, 


‘The State of Sudden Fortunes Reginning to 
° be Prolific of Men With Bulging 


Pocket-Books. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., June. 6.—[Special.J— 
Alabama has few millionaires, and but for the 


development of the mineral regions of the 


state she would have none. Birmingham has 
made the few millionaires of the state, and in 
less than a dozen years there will be a score of 
them in this city. 

The richest man in Alabama is Josiah Mor- 
ris, of Montgomery. He is worth six or seven 
million dollars, and three millions represent 
his dividends from stock in the Elyton Land 
company, of this city. 

HOW HE MADE HIS MONEY. 

Josiah Morris & Co. opened a bank in Mont- 
gomery after the war. In 1870 John C. Stan- 
ton, who was building the Alabama and Chat- 
tanooga railroad, bought options on 4,000 acres 
of land in Jones valley, and planned the city 
of Birmingham. The options were for sixty 
days and were payable at the bank of Josiah 
Morris & Co., in Montgomery. Stanton 
failed to pay the money and after giving him 
the full three day’s grace Mr. Morris was pur- 
suaded by Colonel John T. Milner and others 
familiar with the natural resources of this sec- 
tion, to take the options. The Elyton Land 
company was then organized and Mr. Morris 
retained a large block of the stock. In 1873 
the stock of the company went down to 17 
cents and no buyers could be found at that 

srice. Dennis Long, of Louisville, obtained a 
Judgment against the company for $40,000. 
“The company’s property, even the office furni- 
ture, was levied on for the debt, About that 
time Mr. Morris was one day discussing the af- 
fairs of the company with a party of friends and 
offered to give his stock to anyone who would 
take it and relieve him of all liability. At 
that time a stockholder in this state was liable 
for the debts of the company for double the 
amount of his stock. Mr. Morris was the only 
stockholder who had any money, and he ex- 
pected to have to pay $40,000, which meant | 
financial ruin. Noone would take the stock 
if his hands at the offer he made. 

Mr. Morris individually owns 650 of the 2,000 
shares of Elyton Land company stock, and his 
banking firm owns another 100 shares. His 
dividends during the past six years have 
amounted to about $3,000,000. 

Mr. Morris is a southernman, and has a beau- 
tiful home in Montgomery and a summer cot- 
tage at Verbena, Ala. He is about sixty years 
-of age, and for a year or more has been in 
feehbie health. He has only one child, a 
daughter, whois the wife of Dr. B. J. Bald- 
w.n, of Montgomery. 

Mr. Morris has made but one investment in 
Birmingham. He has just completed, at a 
cost of nearly half a million dollars, the finest 
oflice building in the south. Most of his for- 
tune is invested in his banking business in 
Montgomery. 

Mr. Morris lives quietly at his home in 
Montgomery, where he has a large circle of 
friends. He gives liberally to charity, and is 
popular wherever known. 

HENRY F. DEBARDELEBEN. 3 

Henry F. DeBardieleben’s name has been 

wrominently connected with the building up Of 

jirmingham, and the development o 
the mineral resources of this section. Mr. De 
Bardeleben is about fifty years old and came 
here tweive years ago from Prattville, Ala. 
He opened the Pratt coal mines," and a few 
years later sold the property for “®ne million 
dollars. His health was very bad _ at 
that time, and placing his. property 
in the hands of an agent he went away to die. 
Hie was gone about one year when he decided 
not to die and came back to Birmingham. He 
saw the wonderful possibilities of this section, 
and being a man of tireless energy, he took 
the lead in developing the coal and iron in- 
terests of Alabama. He purchased thou- 
sands of acres of mineral lands, built 
the Mary Pratt furnace, opened the 
Henry-Ellen coal mines. Then he organized 
the Bessimer Land company, and that wonder- 
ful town is a monument to his energy aud ge- 
nius. He organized new companies, built two 
furnaces at Bessemer,opened coal mines at Blue 
Creek and was the first to develop the rich 
iron ores of Murphree’s valley. Mr. De- 
Bardeleben never rests. He is always at work, 
planning, organizing and pushing forward the 
work of development which has made 
this section famous. His restless energy in- 
spires every one around him, and when he says 
a thing is a good investment he can secure all 
the capital needed. Mr. DeBardeleben is 
worth probably five million dollars, and his 
fortune is rapidly increasing. 

A few years ago he built a splendid and 
«costly residence in this city, but he is too busy 
to devote much time to social pleasures. Mr. 
DeBardeleben has no extravagant tastes, and 
lives very quietly. He is a genial, whole- 
souled man, and makes friends of all who 
come in contact with him in either a business 
or social way. 

DR. JOSEPH R,. SMITH. 

Dr. Joseph R. Smith, of this city, is the 
largest individual tax payer in the state. 
While the bulk of his fortune is invested in 
unimproved real estate he still has an income, 
from rents and other sources, of $100,000 a 

rear. 7 
. Dr. Smith was the first white child born in 
this (Jefferson) county. He is about seventy 
years old, but is strong and in excellent 
realth, and needs no assistant in the manage- 
ment of his fortune, which is estimated at 
from four to five millions. 

Dr. Smith’s father was a wealthy farmer 
and owned a large amount of Jand, which be- 
came very valuable with the development of 
the mineral resources of this section. Be- 
fore and after the war Dr. Smith practiced 
medicine and kept a general store at Elyton, 
the old county town, two miles from this city 
He was one of the first natives to foresee the 
future of Birmingham, and moved his busi- 
ness here when the place was only a struggling 
village. He continued his mercantile business 
until about six years ago, all the time invest- 
ing his profits in real estate. He now 
owns several blocks of buildings in 
the heart of the city and hundreds of acres of 
valuable surburban property. His rents 
amount to something like $60,000 ayear. Dr. 
Smith has never speculated and his fortune 
has been made by energy and economy, aided 
by the rapid growth of Birmingham. 

Fine horses are Dr. Smith’s hobby. He lives 
in a beautiful residence just outside the city 
and several years ago he inclosed a park near 
his home and built a splendid race track. He 
owns some valuable Kentucky thoroughbreds 
and his greatest pleasure is in riding aud driy- 
ing. He is a splendid horseman and rides bet- 
ter than most men half his age. 

Dr. Smith dresses plainly, but he enjoys life 
and is anything but a miser. He is not much 
of a church man, but gives liberally to charity, 
having recently donated a valuable lot to a 
charity hospital. 

Dr. Smith has a large family, and his sons 
are prominent business men in this city. He 
continues to make large investments in real 
esate, and is also a stocknolder in numerous 
enterprises. 

COLONEL J. W. SLOSS. 

Another pioneer in the development of this 
section and the building of Birmingham is 
Colonel J. W. Sloss. Colone! Sloss came from 
Athens, Ala., and was the first president of 
the South and North Alabama railroad. His 
railroad depended on the development of the 
coal and iron of this section for existence, and 
Colonel Sloss came down here and demon- 
strated that coke could be made from Ala- 
bama coal, and that iron could be 
anade with the coke.. He built the Sloss fur- 
naces, opened numerous mines and with his 
Sons, Fred and Macklim, bought thousands of 
acres of coal and iron lands. Colonel Sloss 
has retired from active business and spends 
much of his time at Blount Springs, a popular 
watering place, thirty miles north of here, 
which is owned by him and his sons. 

Colonel Sloss still owns large interests in 
various enterprises and the tax assessor’s books 
show that he keeps on hand for pocket change 
a little over $100,000 in cash. gle is worth 
two million dollars. 

Colonel Sloss is a member of the Methodist 
church, and he has given thousands of dollars 
to charity. He has helped many young men 
to success and fortune, and is loved and re- 
Spected by all who known him. 

COLONEL J. ¥. B. JACKSON, 

Colonel J. F. B. Jacdson was born at Dal- 

‘ton, Ga., about fifty-five years and com 
a Georgia regiment in the confeder-

| ate army.. He came to Alabama in 1868 with 


a little money and plenty of energy. He 
took contracts on the South and North 
Alabara railroad, then bnilding and 
made money. He bought Blount ngs, 
built a fine hotel and made it a popular sum- 
mer resort. He onvened a large rock quarry 
and supplied the Birmingham furnaces with 
limestone. All this time Colonel Jackson put 
his earnings in‘o Birmingham real estate, 
bank stocks and other good investments 
in this city.
